At a 
few minutes before 9 o'clock this morning a 
charge of dynamite was placed undor the 
old brick structure for the purposo of 
loosening or levelling the walls. Rutt n, 
with a number of others, were working 
about the place and they were warned in 
amplo time to get to a place of safety. 
The majority of the mon _ sought 
refuge in the shops and buildings 
adjoining. Ruttan, how ever, just 
moyel down street and stood upon 
the streeb crossing in front of the 
Kyle House, being about 70 feet away from 
where the charge had been placed, Im- 
mediately after the explosion Ruttan 
was seen to tall heavily upon the street. 
His fellow workmen ran to his assistance 
and were horrified to find the right side of 
his face literally cut to pieces, and blood 
flowing freely. He was carried into the 
Kyle House and physicians summoned, 
Drs, Dolan, Gibjon and McKeown were 
soon upon the scene. As the man appear- 
ed to be seriously injured a hurricd call 
was sent for the ambulance and he was 
conyeycd to the hospital. Hore the un- 
fortunate man was met by the three physi- 
cians above named, and an examination uf 
his injuries was made. 

Tt was found that the sight of his 


right eye had been destroyed. In 
addition to this the right cheek 
bone was broken, as also his nose. 


What inflicted these painful and distress- 
ing injuries was a large stono, which struck 
Ruttan an awful blow. At the hospital 
everything possible was done to alleviate 
his suffering, and enquiry at that institution 
elicited the information that ho was rest- 
ing as eas‘!y as could be expected, 

Mr. Ruttan isa hard working laborer, 
and a man well known in the City. He is 
married and has a wife and family of four 
rather small children depending upon him 
for support, ‘The deplorable accident cast 
agloom over his fellow-workmen about 
the place, There does not appear to bo 
any blame atiached to anyone, as Ruttan 
had ample time to seck a place of safety, 
but he apparently stood upon the crossing 
to watch what effect the explosion would 
have upon the bu'lding, 

LATEST. 

The condition of Ruttan this afternoon 
was such as to causo the physicians to ex- 
press an opinion that his life was endan- 
gered. It is now feared that the brain is} 
affected. Tho wife and father of the ‘un- | 
fortunate man visied the hospital shortly | 
after the accident, but they were unable 
to see him.

Thinks There is no Danger 
of the Northern Dams 


Giving Way 
Lumbermen Control Them by Act of 
Parliament, and County is not 
Responsible. 


Tie TNvecLickNcer this morning inter- 
viowed Mr. W. Ry Aylsworth, County 
Olerk, in reference to the condition of the 
North Hast dams, alarming reports 
having been circulated by cortain respon- 
siblo and reputable gontlemen. 

“* Will the County authorities take ac- 
tion to investigate the condition of those 
dams?” was tho first question asked. 

“The County authorities have nothing 
whatever to do with the dams referred to 
in your paper,” was the reply. ‘The 
Loon Lake dam is controlled by Gilmour 
& Oo., lumbermen, and is seoured to them 
by Act of Parliament. 

‘Personally, I know considerable about 
the north country, and I believe the dam 
to be in a good state of repair. I do not 
think there is the slightest cause for 
alarm.” 

Mr. Aylsworth showed a letter which he 
had received from the Rathbun Company 
in reply to a request from him for informa- 
tion. 

The Company suid that the area of Loon 
Lake, as shown on the Government map, 
is approximately 4% square miles. ‘The 
presont exact area they did not know. The 
elevation at Actinolite above Belleville is 
approximately 300 feet, not 600 feot as 
stated in a Belleville paper. ‘The distance 
from Loon Lake to Bolleville by river is 
about 63 miles Speaking for themselves, 
they could say that all their dams were in 
an efficient condition, There is no more 
cause for anxiety this year than in any 
former year, but, notwithstanding, they 
would do all (hey consistently could to al- 
lay the fears of those who were over- 
anxtous. 

Mr, Aylsworth also called the scribe's 
attontion to the fact that the Loon Lake 
dam was situated ja Kaladar township, 
Lennox and Addington, and should the 
dam break, the waters would have to fill 
up Deer Lake and a largo area of low 
swamp land before it reached Hastings 
County. ‘The Moira river at any raio 
could easily provide for three times the 
water which would find an outlet from 
Loon Lake jf the dain was away. He 
would guarantee that there would be no 
very large break in the dam. ‘The top 
portion m'ght possibly go, but the bottom 
part he knew to bo perfectly solid, 

The only other large dam, Mr. Ayls- 
worth said, was on Black Creek, and that 
was watched night and day by the Rath- 
bun Company, who owned it, The other 
smaller dams were of little account, and 
there was no probability of them all going 
at once.

No more shameful advantage of the pri 


vileges of a member of the House of Com-

SALISBURY'S HOPEFUL TALK, 





Tho British Premier on the Gratifying 
Acreoment With Russia. 


London, May 1.—The annual banquet 
of the Royal Acadomp was held at Burl- 
ington Houso on Saturday cyening, 
Roplying to tho toast to ‘Her Majesty 
and Her Ministers,’’ Lord Salisbury said 
he did not wish to exaggerate tho extent 
of the gratifying agreement signed with 
Russia, but in viow of the relations which 
in the course of the last half contury had 
from time to time prevailed between the 
tivo great countries, it was a matter for 
eongratulation that they had come to an 
agreement with respeot to China, whiok 
toa certain extent would prevent the 
likelihood of a collision between “the in- 
torests and objects of the two countries 
for the future, 

Alliances Only in Sontiment. 

Continuing, tho Premier said: ‘We 
have talked of alliances. In a certain 
sense the phrase is a just ono, but an 
alliance in the sense that with any nation 
We will go out to war together, and bear 
the cost and danger together and for cach 
other, can only very rarely take place, 
ho alljances of which we speak are alli- 
ances of good feeling betyeon peoples and 
governments, and not engagements likely 
to bring cither side into war." 

Tho Peace Commission. 

Roferring fo the international confer- 
ence to be held shortly at The Hague, 
Lord Salisbury said: ‘*Whether the peace 
conference will effect any improvement 
in the relations of the nations we do not 
knew, but the fact that sueh a conference 
has been summoned is a geod omen for 
future peace) and an augury on which all 

who value the interests of peace, olyiliza- 
tion and Christianity may fitly.dwell.” 


AN AWFUL FIRE.

Buda Pesth, May 1.—The town of Guta, 
County Komorn, Hungary, northwest of 
Buda Pesth, was almost wholly destroyed 
by fire on Saturday, and many lives were 
lost, A kettle of burning grease in a 
courtyard set flre to a dwelling, and no 
efforts availed to check the flames. Tho 
fire burned for 28 hours, and died down 
only for lack of fuel affer 448 dwellings 
and 982 stables and other outhouses had 
been consumed, Fourteen charred corpses 
have been taken from the ruins, and a

TIRED OF WAR. 


Gen. Otis So Cables His Government of 
tho Filipinos—Terms Offered 
nud Refused. 


Washington, May 1.—The follewing 
despatch from General Otis was given 
out on Saturday: 

Manila, April 29.—Adjutant-General, 
Washington: Conference with insurgent 
representatives terminated this morning. 
They request a cessation of hostilities for 
threo weeks to onable them to call their 
Congress to decide whether to continue 
tho prosecution of war or propose terms 
of peace. Proposition deolined, and full 
amnesty promised on surrender. Believe 
insurgents aro tired of war, but seck to 
secure terms of peace through what they 
donominate their representative Con- 
gress. (Signed) Otis. 

Tt is stated at the War Department that 
the insurgent leaders probably will con- 
fer, and then seck another conference 
with General Otis, and that the General 
will no doubt grant general amnesty. 

The Yorktown’s Men. 

New York, May 1.—The Herald has a 
despatch from its correspondent at; Man- 
ila, which says that the insurgents at 
Baler state that they have the missing 
men of the gunboat Yorktown, and are 
holding them as prisoners. 

This refers to Lieut, Gilmore and the 
14 marines captured near Baler some 
time ago. ! 

Are They Marking Time ? 

Manila, May 1.—Manila is divided 
betveen two opinions, the majority be- 
lieving that the Filipinos desire peace, 
while others think that they are sparring 
for time in which to rehabilitate their 
demoralized army. ‘The -latter opinion 
gained color from the fact that reinforce- 
ments baye been sent to the south, oppo- 
site the American lines. 

Col. Argueleses, who is a lawyer, 
splendidly illustvated the Maiay subtlety 
at words, While he declared with appar- 
ent frankness that the Filipino leaders 
wanted a chance to give up the struggle 
gracefully through the Congress, instead 
of surrendering ignominiously, he asked 
fora fortnight's armistice, so that the 
Congress might be summoned on May 1. 
He endeavored to commit the Americans 
to greater concessions, and wanted terms 
guaranteed by treaty. He was told that 
recognition of the Filipino Government 
was jmpossible, and he was given to 
understand that a written guarantee of 
amnesty for all insurgents was the 
utmost that could be given. Col. Arguo- 
lesos argued that Spain had given similar 
guarantees and broken thom, and he laid 
inuch stress on the Spaniards’ honor. He 
persistently declared: that the Filipinos 
must be permitted to retire with honor. 





Mr, Schucman'’s Promises, 

Tn the course of the conference on Sat- 
urday Mr. Jacob C, Schurman, chairman 
of the United States Philippine commis- 
sion, told Gol. Argucleses that if the 
insurgents would now lay down their 
arms ho and his colleagues of the com- 
mission would consult them regarding 
the plan of government to be sybinitted 
to Vresidont MeKinley. He said he could 
nob promise that all the suggestions 
would be adopted. He had to assure them 
that there would be o presumption in 
favor of their suggestions, adding that 
the commissioners would bo especially 
desirous of satisfying the legitimate 
aspirations of the Wilipinos. 

Fighting on Saturday. 

Saturday, before Gen, Otis had issued 
the order directing Gen, Lawton to return 
to Angut, the troops of his command 
encountered the rebols in a clrele of hills 
outside San Rafacl, about five miles 
northwest of Angat, but dislodged them 
after an hour's fighting. The Americans 
had three wounded, A thousand armed 
¥ilipinos fell back as tho Americans ad- 
vanced,

ASSAY OFFICE NOTES. 


Laboratory Work for the Month of 
April. 


The official statement of assay work done 
at the Ortario Government Assay office for 
April shows that 53 ore samples were 
treated, of these 31 samples were done for 
the public for assay, consisting of 20 for 
gold, 5 for copper, ene iron ore for analy- 
sis, the rest for nickel, silver and lead, 
The fees collected amounted to $35.45, 
21 samples for identification were treatc 1 
free of charge. 8 enquiries regarding 
ait in Eustern Ontario were answer- 

Several magnetic iron ores from North 
Hastings, carrying litanium compounds as 
impurities, have been recently analyzed 
for F'. J. Pope, Department ot Metallurgy, 
Columbia University, who is investigating 
the practical smelting of titamferous iron 
ores, hitherto the bane of furnaces. The 
following extract from the reply reflects 
er lit on the work done in the laboratory : 
‘Many thanks for the analyses you made. 
Unknown to you I arranged so that I had 
the very best checks on youin some in- 
Stances and I must congratulate you on 
the accuracy of your work. Some of the 
results were perfect.”

WONT EAT SHINES FLES 


That it is a Violation of 
God's Law. 


And in Punishment He Will Send That 
Awful Disease, Cancer. 
To the Eprror of Tras In ienLigeNncer 

Sin,—I1 was vory much interested by the 
publication of Dr, Roswell Park's startling 
statistics as to the ravages of cancer. ‘The 
amazing increase in the death rate from 
this disease may well make us pause and 
endeavor to detect the causo of this proval- 
ent scourge. 

To my mind one of tho principal causes 
is that on this continent man ind genorally 
renders tho blood impure by the eating of 
food which it was never intended should 
be eaten. ‘Take for example tho article 
fresh pork, ham or bacon. ‘Tho great mesa 
of Ohristians to-day are indulging in this 
forbidden food, and thereby violating 
God's great, unalterable law, which was 
given in His matchless wisdom to all the 
world when He said in Leyitious ix., 2, 3: 
‘These are the beasts which ye shall oat 
among all the beasts that are on the earth, 
Whatsoever parteth the hoof and is cloyen- 
footed and chewoeth the cud, among tho 
boasts, that shall yo eat,” This law is 
very wisely and closely observed by the 
Anglo-Saxon race, with the single oxcep- 
tion, perhaps, of one animal, namely, the 
swine. We all know it does not chew the 
cud, and yet we persist in violating God's 
command in this particular instance, al- 
though rigidly observing it in other re- 
spects, and studiously avoiding all other 
animals that do not chew the cud, But it 
is somewhat singular that this animal, in 
addition to coming under the general law 
of God’s prohibition, is specially mention- 
ed in the Mosaic law, and comes under the 
command, ‘Of their flesh shall ye not cat ; 
they are unclean to you,” The American 
and Canadian pig is just as carnivorous as 
ever the Oriental pig was, and in this 
town, as well as probably every town in 
Oaneda, they are habitually fed at the 
slaughter houses on the blood and offal of 
the beasts which are slaughtered there, 

Nearly everyone knows that the food 
which a pig prefers to every other is that 
of a snake, and in the prairies of the West- 
ern States they have been known to leave 
the corn which was provided for them and 
run after rattlesnakes and devour them 
wheneyer they got the SP Po RiEY: There’ 
is a very large sheep ranch to-day in vho 
State of Michigan where the owner keeps 
many thousand sheep, and in the course of 
a year many of these animals die of dis- 
ease, andthe owner purposely keeps a 
number of pigs also on his ranch, which 
are fed upon these diseased sheep as fast 
as they die. 

The alarming statistics recently publish- 
ed by you in the startling increase in the 
death rate from cancer, and the ravages 
made by that disease among the Gentiles 
is significant when compared with the 
medical evidence that the disease is almost 
unknown among the Jews, who still care- 
fully observe God’s warning as to swine 
when He said ‘*He is unclean to you.” 

The whole suk ject is to my mind one of 
vast importance, and I firmly believe we 
would bo infinitely healthier as a nation if 
we carefully observed God’s law plainly, 
prohibiting the eating of swine’s flesh be- 
cause itis “unclean.” ‘

PROBABLY A FAKIR. 


A Dropsical (?) Beggar Victimizes the 
Congregation of Bridge St. Church. 


When the Hero touched the wharf here 
on Saturday night two of the crew careful- 
ly lifted off an apparently crippled man in 
achair. He engaged a cab and was taken 
to the Commercial House, where he spent 
the night, 


Yesterday morning he expressed a strong 
desire to attend divine service, and asking 
for the largest church in the City, was 
directed to Bridge st. Methodist Ohurch. 
He engaged acab and was taken to the 
door, and several gentlemen carried him 
into the church, where his apparently 
helpless condition excited much sympathy. 


Tn the afternoon he again engaged a cab 
to be taken to the ¥Y.M.O.A, rooms. After 
the men’s meeting was over the Secretary 
and several other gentlemen engag 1 him 
in conversation, and he, rather perempt r- 
ily, requested them to give him a dollar. 
He deslared that dropsy had deprived him 
of the use of his limbs. 

He seemed unwilling to give his name, 
but finally said thatit was Hamilton, that 
he came from up the Ottawa river, and 
that he was trying to make his way to St. 
Thomas. Hesaid he wished the dollar to 
take him to Port Hope by the North King 
on Sunday night. 

The gentlemen subscribed the dollar, 
but decided not to hand it over until they 
made enquiries, Ohief Newton was inter- 
viewed and he advised the Secretary not to 
hand over the money, but, if necessary, to 
use it forthe man. He also advised that 
they wait until this morning when the 
Mayor would probably issue a pass to take 
the man to Port Hope by rail. Secretary 
Wilson informed the supposed cripple that 
if he would remain here until to-day he 
would bo given free transportation to Port 
Hope. ‘The stranger bitterly remarked 
that it looked ‘like some police game.” 

Chief Newton afterwards visited the 
hotel and took the man in hand, He 
seemed to have a great dread of the police 
uniform, bub was finally prevailed upon to 
toll his story. He refused to tell his name 
at first, but finally admitted that it was 
James Hamlin, 

Tn the evening ho sent a note to the 
pastor of Bridge st. Ohurch asking for 
assistance from that congregation. Rey. 
Mr. McIntyre made an appeal on the 
man’s behalf, and a considerable amount 
was contributed and handed over. 

This morning Secretary Wilson met the 
Mayor, told Hamlin’r, alias Hamilton's, 
story, avd was promised a pass for him, 
Before engaging a hack he thought he 
would visit the hotel and have another 
calle with the stranger, bub on arrival ho 
found that the bird had flown. He took 
the North King last night, not for Port 
Hope, for the boat does not touch thero, 
but, as he said himself, “for any old 
place.”

English Bankruptcy Courts

The Affairs of the Montreal House as 
Presented by J. C. Warrington. 


The English courts are by no means sat~ 
isfied with the way in which matters have 
been conducted in regard to the failure of 
J.C. and G. D, Warrington, the cheese 
men, well-known here, who, it will be re- 
membered, assigned some months ago.

It has been suggested to 
Mr. S. R, Warrington that it was not quite 
regular to carry on the business while the 
firm was in an insolvent condition, but he 
had replied that he was doing so upon the 
advice of his lawyers. ' 

His Honor, before whom the case was 
heard in the English Bankruptey Court, 
stated that the accounts were not in proper 
form, and that he must insist upon having 
astatement in which the accounts of all 
the different houses were treated as one 
and not as distinct firms. ‘I'he case was 
then adjourned until May 10in order that 
this could be done.

‘The Investigator crossed 
the equator in the Atlantic on March 18th, 
rounded the Cape about the middle of 
April, passed the line in the Pacific on the 
15th June, and on August 2nd sighted the 
first ice. On the 4th they rounded Barrow 
Point, “the turning point in America.” 
They had aboard Mr, Mierching, a Mora- 
yian missionary, who, at the call of the au- 
thorities, had raced from Saxony and 
tumbled aboard at Plymouth just as 
they were about to weigh anchor. This 
govtleman acted as interpreter am- 
ong the Esquimaux whom they met 
near the mouth of the Mackenzie riy- 
ec. These people were almost as rude 
as the Patagcnians they had metat the 
southern extremity of America, and would 
barter a baby fora file orascrap of old 
iron. At Cape Bathurst they found some 
of the natives wearing a blue line over the 
bridge of the nose. ‘lhis was the mark of

Napanee, May 2nd,—In spite of the 
fact that Pare was the best hated man in 
Napanee, it cannot be said that his suc- 
cessful break for liberty has increased tho 
feoling against him. In facp, the escape 
seems to bo a cause of rejoicing with a 
majority of the residents of Napanee, and 
Pare's victory over the locks which held 
him prisoner and his action in running away 
instead of waiting to again give testimony 
against the former townsman, has raised 
him considerably in the estimation of the 
people, 

Sheriff Hawley does not hesitate to as- 
sert that the escape was effected with out- 
side assistance, and bases his allegations 
on these three facts: :— 

1, Pare obtained tools with which to do 
the trick from some source unknown. 
Three wire keys ordinarily used by expert 
burglars to pick locks were found in his 
coll, and he probably took other tools with 
him. 

2. The prisoner, at the risk of frustrat- 
ing his own escape, went upstairs, openct 
two locks, and freed Holden, although the 
pair have for some time past been sworn 
enemies and were kept as far apart as pos- 
sible. From this, it is deduced that there

THE PRISONERS’ CARE HERE. 


Proyincial Detective Greer, who had 
charge of the Ponton case for the Crown, 
only last week completed the service of the 
nvmerous witnesses for the prosecution, 
and had made -all preparations for their 
care, when they arrived in the clty on May 
15, forthe trial. The defence had also 
subpoenaed their witnesses, some 20 in 
number, and had made all preparations for 
ahard fight. The Crown’s witnesses num- 
ber between 40 and 50. 

Editorially the Star works off the follow- 
ing absurdity: The escape of Pare and 
Holden, at this critical junctnre, the trial 
only two weeks distant, looks, to say the 
least of it, suspicious. 

The people of Napanee distinguished 
themselves by haying a riot not long ago, 
and hustling a judge—an insult which was 
resented by every citizen of Ontario, where 
the judiciary are supposed to be as invio- 
late as they are incorruptible. In view of 
the riot and the injudicious partizanship of 
the citizens of Napanee at the time of the 
trial, it can hardly be doubted that there 
is still some residuary feeling in that county. 

The telegraphic reports indicate that the 
two crooks had almost unhampered movs- 
ment about the corridors of the jail, and 
that they went about their escape with the 
utmost coolness and deliberation, More- 
over there were three skeleton keys found 
in Pare’s room, Who left them there? 
Did the jail officials consider it unneces- 
saiy to make an occasional search of the 
prisoners ? 

The fatuous economy of the County 
Council in removing the night watchman 
and allowing two hardened criminals, no- 
torious cracksmen, to wander about un- 
scrutinized in a gimerack jail, is inexplic- 
able, The Government should see to it 
that thee is a rigid investigation.

It was not intended to make any tariff 
changes this year. This did not mean 
that the tariff was perfect, but there 
should be a certain amount of tariff sta- 
bility, and as the whole tariff had only 
been in force about nine months, it 
would be ‘best to leave it alone fora 
while at least. 

That Washington Commission. 

Another reason for not altering the 
tariff this year was the adjourned inter- 
national commission, which would re- 
sume its labors at Quebec in August, and 
which ho hoped would have some result. 
Canada wanted reciprocity if it could be 
got on fair terms, but was not willing to 
make undue sacrifices to obtain it, Our 
trade with the Mother Country and for- 
eign countries was growing satisfactorily, 
and if the United States did not want 
reciprocal trade with us on equitable 

terms, we would haye to worry along 
without it. 

In conclusion, he drew a hopeful pic- 
ture of the prosperity and development 
of Canada and resumed his seat amid 
great applause from the Government 
benches, after haying spoken three hours 
and three-quarters.

London, May 8.—The Birmingham

According to thir 
plan, The Post says, on June 1 the pri- 
soner will be released, but, in order that 
the army shall not be disturbed, com- 
pensation will be awarded to Dreyfus, so 
that he, with his family, may live out- 
side of France.

THB SHOOTING OF JOHN IOE. 








Dominion Policeman drow Says Col, 
Sherwood Was Compoelled to Fire. 


Ottawa, May 8.—Dominion 'Policeman 
Cawdron, who returned to tho clty yes- 
terday, gives a graphic description of the 
affray which took place on the St. Regis 
reserve on Monday, when Col. Sherwood 
shot John Ice. The Colonel first shot the 
Indian in the arm, but that only mado 
jhim the more savage, Cel. Sherwood 
‘wied to ayold him, but finally was com- 

ed in self-defence to fire a second time, 

e bullet struck Ice in the breast, and 
he died almost ‘instantly. 

The row outside the agent's oftice where 
the shooting occ! had been going on 
with vigor, but the sight of the dead man 
had a quieting effect. Cawdron believes 
had not Col. Sherwood fired when he did 
the whole party of constables would have 
been oyerpowéred and probably killed. 
Qawdron says: ‘‘As soon as the shooting 
took place, Jack Fire and Lewis Thomas 
were handouffed and taken to the boat. 
A big crowd of Indians followed us dewn 
to the landing, and ye had to stand with 
reyelyers cocked until off in the stream.’’ 

Commissioner Sherwood has telegraph- 
ed, saying that everything 1s now quiet 
among the Indians at St. Regis. Another 
Indian, named Louis Dayid, one of the 
prime movers in the trouble, was arrested 
yesterday morning while passing through 
Huntingdon. 

The body of'the Indian, John Ice, will 
be taken to Dundee, Que., where an in- 
quest will be held to-day.

SEARCHING FOR FRANKLIN, 


Hastings County Man Tells 
of Arctic Explorations 

The Celebrated Voyage of H. M. S. 

Investigator, 

(Concluded.) 

LUE LONG NIGHT 
On November 11th, 1850, tho sun sot 
for the long night of the Arctic winter 
Thoy devised all sorts of plans to pass 
away tho time; and ono of these, whon re 
called to mind, always exercises Mr. Gay 
on's risibilities, It was nothing less than 
a grinning match, and ho has vivid memo- 
ries of the contortions of the faces of some 
of the mon; in particular of a negro whom 
they had takon aboard at the Sandwich 
Islands, Their Christmas was a morry 
timo, although they were so far away from 
both civilized and sayago man. On Feb 
ruary 3rd, 1851, the sun rose again, and 
now thoy made parties for surveying the 
land on both sides of the channel, which by 
this time they had christened Prince of 
Wales Strait. Thoy found many fossil re- 
mains, chivfly, it would seom, belonging 
to the carboniferous era.

Bank’s Land. By the Ist of September ic 
was plain, however, that winter was on 
thom again, and by the 24th they were glad 
to ran into a bay in Bank's Strait, which 
they named the Bay of Mercy. There was 
& saudbar at its mouth, so that while they 
were able to get in, it was destined that 
their vessel should never some out. They 
were now put on two-third rations, and the 
droadful winter of '51 and '52 passed away. 
The captain and six men went across the 
frozen and hummocky ocean with sledges 
to Melville Island, in April, for the pur- 
p08e of leaving documents at a cairn which 
had there been erected by the members of 
& previous expedition, and which would 
probably sooner or {ater be visited by other 
parties who might find their way info that 
weary waste. o relief came to them, 
however, and in the following September 
the captain proposed that in April of the 
next year they should form three compan- 
ies, take whac provisions they could on 
their sledges, and set out in various direc- 
tions to find help or home. 
MEANT DE\TH. 

The men knew this meant certain death, 
for, besides their utter isolation, their 
strength was reduced, since they were now 
really living on one meal a day. ‘They 
were allowed in the morning a cup of the 
strongest cocoa and a aaa allowance of 
bread ; the rest of the bread, and half a 
pound of salt meat, containing a good por- 
tion of the bone, with just enough veget- 
able to swear by, constituted the other 
meal. ‘There was simply a cup of weak 
tea in the evening. Mr, Gaven says that 
one stropg man who was being literally 
starved on these rations, would often seize 
the bad meat that might be thrown over- 
board, and fairly cry because it was so bad 
he could not eat it. The ship's doctor, a 
noble man, whom they all loved, gave up 
half his own rations to this particular sea- 
man, as, in ordinary circumstances, he 
needed more food than any of the rest. 
‘They all ground or calcined the bone which 
formed part of their allowance, and gladly 
consumed it. On March 3rd, 1853, the 
travelling parties were ‘old off, and it was 
decided that the ship must be abandoned 
on the 15th of April. Slowly the time 
wore away, untilivhat to them was to be 
the ever memorable 7th of April arrived. 
On that day Lieut. Pim, of the Resolute, 
which had arrived in she Arctic sea, came 
over the ice ona dog sleigh with one man 
in attendance. ‘Through the document 
which the captain had left in the cairn at 
Melville Island, -he had heard of their 
heljless imprisonment and had come to 
deliver them, On June 3rd, 1853, they 
abardoned the Investigator, which for two 
years and a half had been their home. 


MORE PERIL, 


The Investigators trudged over the hum- 
mocky ice until chey reached the Resolute 
and Intrepid, which vessels they boarded, 
hoping fora speedy return to England. 
In this, however, they were disappointed, 
and for two months they were again in 
great peril, They had to leave these ves- 
sels in April, 1854, aud take to the ice with 
sledges again. They made their way to 
Beechy Island, where they found H.M.S. 
North Star, and where, too, they disinterred 
the remains of some of Sir John Franklin's 
men, They had just got on board the 
North Star when the Phcsnix and Talbot 
hove in sight. A division of officers and 
men now took place, and reaching Disco 
on September 6th, 1854, they sailed for 
England, which they reached on the 25th 
ofthe month. The Government made the 
Investigators a grant of ten thousand 
pounds as a mark of national approbation. 
Of this amount eizhty pounds fell to the 
lot of Mr. Gavin, but as ths men were 
charged ‘‘income tax" on their wages, as 
the market value of their “fitout” in the 
Investigator, and their ‘‘shifu’”’in the Re- 
solute and Intrepid, the gilt was taken off 
his gingerbread! Itis gratifying that at 
this late day his services are receiving the 
recognition above intimated. 





[t was given to a subsequent expedition 
to decide the fate of Sir. John Franklin, 
the Investigators made history and ‘added 
some territory—if but of questionable 
commorcial value ~to the British Wmpire. 
On their arrival in England the crew pre- 
sented the doctor they all loved with a 
gold watch that. cost a hundred guineas, 
and Mr, Gaven hag in his possession a fine 
oll English lever which he purchased for 
his own uso with his prize money.

LUMBERMEN'S NEGLECT 


Has Placed Our North Country 
in Grave Danger. 


Our Bancroft Correspondent Voices the 
Settlers’ Complaint. 
(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 

Bancrorr, May 4.—This part of the 
country has suffered greatly from the 
abominably eellish indifference [pf lumber- 
men to the public safety, loss and conveni- 
ence in maintaining a huge dam 
Lake, particularly now when 
Jumbering operations havo ceased, and the 
great reserve of water is of no earthly use 
to them or anyone else, 


on 
Baptist’s 


Tho water in 
that lake has beon dammod up to the 
height of ten feet for years, to the great 
injury of the Irondale and Bancroft Rail- 
way, and danger of flooding the surround: 
ing districts. This season it has been an 
especial curse from the retertion of 
the water in the dam all the winter, and 
when the stcp logs which hold back the 
water were removed after the commence- 
ment of the thaw, the discharge from the 
outlet was insufficient to reduce the im- 
mense supply, as the said dam retains 
about one hundred square miles of the 
possibly destructive fluid. We say possibly, 
for if by any means any large portion of 
the front of thedam should burst or be 
thrown down, which in fact it narrowly es- 
caped a few days ago from a large mass of 
floating debris which was fortunately se- 


cured before reaching the structure, the 
disaster to the country below would be 


terrible, with probably great loss of life ; 
then who would be found to fix the respon- 


sibility on the indifferent lumbermen who 
caused the catastrophe. 


This season, from the unusual amount of 


snow and the aforesaid dam being full to 
start with, the bridge on the I. B and O. 
RailwayZhas suffercd, as well 
bridges on the York River; the ueual 
travelled roads have been 
made dangerous for travellers ; the village 
of Bancioft hes suffercd greatly, dwelling 
houses have been abandoned, cellars in- 
undated, and outbuildings such as stables 
and barns could only be approached in 
boats or on rafts in the lower part of the 
town.

New York Man Maxufactures 
Liquid Air — Seme Facts of 
General Interest. 


As recently explained by Tripler, in 
his laboratory the first. supply of quid 
air must be made by the use of coal or 
upny other ordinary fuel, just as ice is 
made in a factory, but thereafter ten gal- 
lons of the fluid may be produced by the 
expenditure of two paitonst He pours 
liquid air in his small engine and the 
piston begins to pump and drive the fly 
wheels as if under a heavy head of steam. 
For every two gallons Tripler pours into 
his engine he produces eight or ten gal- 
lons of liquid air from his liquefler. The 
surplus costs nothing. 

Briefly, the liquefication of air is caused 
by intense cold, not by compression, 
although compression isa part of the pro- 
cess.

So great 
does the cold actually become that the 
external alr, rushing in under ordinary 
atmospheric pressure to fill the vacuum 
caused by liquefication, itself becomes 
liquefied, That is, the liquefying machine 
will keep on producing as much liquid 
air as eyery_yyhile it takes very little 
liquid air to keep the compressor engine 
going. The heat caused by the compres- 
sion is removed by passing the pipes 
through running water, so that the air 
enters the liquefler at a temperature of 
about 50 dégrees Fahrenheit. 

Air is liquid at 812 degrees below zero. 
Raised to more than 812 below zero it 
boils, just as water boils aboye 212 de- 
grees. A single cubic foot of liquid air 
contains 800 cubic feet of air at ordinary 
pressure—a hall bedroom full reduced to 
the spuce of a large pail. 

It is the commercial aspect of the pro- 
duction that is just now absorbing public 
attention. Mr, Tripler is producing liquid 
alr in limited quantities, just as many 
others have done, but the commercial 
production of the fluid is a thing yet to 
be developed. ‘Phe other day a man paid 
Mr. Tripler $25 for three gallons of liquid 
uir, with which to give demonstrations in 
a public lecture. Not much immediate 
prospect of putting it to commercial uses 
at $8 per gallon. Mr. Tripler also says 
that liquid air could not be transferred 
from New York to Toronco except in 
open cans or tanks, and that the loss 
from expansion into vapor would neces- 
sarily be great. ‘But soon,’’ he added, 
“there will be no need to transport it, for 
{t can be made cheaply and quickly any- 
where on earth.’ Mr, ‘Tripler has sent it 
in open cans from New York to Boston, 
Washington and Philadelphia, and these 
are about the only transportation experi- 
ments thus far made.

It then flew away, but must have left its 
burden for distribution with its comrades 
at the nest, for it retirned in less than 
two minutes und, making one circle 
around the bush, descended to the open- 
ing, alighted on a leaf and ran inside. 
“The green rempant of the caterpillar 
was lying on another leaf inside, but not 
connected with the one on which the wasp 
alighted, so that in running in it missed 
it and soon got hopelessly lost in the thick 
foliage. Coming opt again, it took an- 
other circle and pounced down on the same 
spot again, as soon as it camo opposite to 
it. Three small seed fpods, which here — 
grew close together, formed the marks I 
had myself taken to note the place, and 
these the wasp seemed also to have taken 
as its guide, for it flew directly down to 
them and ran inside; but, the small leaf 
on which the fragment of caterpillar lay 
not belng directly connected with any on 
the outside, it again missed it and again | 
got far away from tho object of its search, 
It then flew out again, and the same 
process was repeated again and again. —

It would be greatly for the health of the 
present generation if honey could at Teast 
be partially restored to its former place a8 
a common article of diet, says What to 
Eat. Ce 4 - 

In many cases it may bea matter of real 
economy to lessen the butter pill by let- 
ting honey in part take its place. A 
pound of honey will go about as far as a] 
pound of butter, but if both articles be of 
the best quality honey will cost tho less of 
tho two. Often a prime article of extract: 
ed honey (equal to comb honey in every 
respect except appearance) can be obtained 
for half the price of butter or less.

Children should haye all the honey at 
each mealtime that they will eat. Tt is

‘bout it, and if he does not 
up his hands and fervently ory,

t« t know how to Address a lot 
ter!’ It will be because he 1s too busy to do 
more than think his opinion 
Of the thousunds of letters which go 
through the oflce weekly it is surprising 
to learn that hundreds of thom, through 
fiulty addresses, cause the postoflice peo 
plo alinost as much extra trouble us the 
handling of those whieh are in proper 
form And tho nets of this same class are 


also the most potent factor in keeping the 
Wheels of Industry humming in the dead 
letter office at Washington all the year 
round 

Carelessness on the part of letter writers 
is the causo of the appearance of most of 
these bothersome missives, and in this line 
San Francisco is entitled to a seat in the 
grand stand, as the records of the office 
will show. It is tho carcless person who 
drops 4 letter adorned with a stamp, but 
unadorned with an address, into the box; 
it Is a kindred spirit who mails a letter to 
afriend in some distant city which the 
writer locates in a state having no such 
city within its borders; itis one with a 
similar failing who directs his letter toa 
certain street and leayes a blank space be- 
low for the postoffice officials to fill in any 
city or town it may occur to them the 
strect Is situated In; it is carelessness that 
to the postoffice a neatly addressed 
and stamped enyelope which is, however, 
unsealed and destitute of contents, just 
the sort of an affair to cause a fearful 
breach between two correspondents, one 
angry because of an unanswered letter and 
the other indignant because his tale of tho 
empty enyclopo is discredited. But to tell 
of the devious and aggravating ways of 
tho careless letter writer would take a day 
in itself. 

Ignorance also plays its part in the let- 
ter game, as a few select specimens will 
shoys. It was certainly an ignorant per- 
son who not long ago addressed a letter to 
‘Hts honorableness tho President,’’ leay- 
ing it to the superior wisdom of the post- 
master to guess whether the letter was a 
petition to the president of the United 
States for a position or an appeal to the 
president of a glue trust for 4 job as la- 
borer, 2 

Ignorance or a childlike belief in the 
supernatural powers of the postal officials 
also inspired the following effusive, though 
vague, inscription on a rather dirty enyel- 
ope dropped in the main office; 

“To my cusin, Martha Small, who 
lives in Organ and was goin to moove to 
Montanner.”’ 

Another missive with a nomadio ad- 
dvess was odorous with mystery. It was 
directed: 

“Samuel Kramer, Milwaukee, Wis.; if 
not, try Columbus, O,; or, maybe, Dallas, 
‘Lex. ; or, perhaps, Bangor, Me.” 

Was this letter representative of a for- 
lorn hope to reach a long lost heir to 4 for- 
tune or the frantic attempt of a creditor 
to run down an elusive debtor? 

A pieco of handiwork worthy of the im- 
mortal Handy Andy is exhibited by a let- 
ter which, besides the stamp, bore only on 
its face this writing: 

“Tf not delivered in ten days, Postmas- 
ter will please open and return as per ad- 
dress inside. Stamp inclosed.” 

But it is not the careless and ignorant 
alono who clog up the postal machinery 
and cause the letter men to give way at 
times to an inclination to use words of 
lurid tinge and emphatic meaning. Their 
correspondence, of which..the foregoing 
are only a few samples, from an outside 
view is easily disposed of by being thrown 
aside in the hurry of making up mail and 
afterward bundled off to the postal morgue 
at. Washington, unless there is some iden- 
tifleation mark whereby it may be return- 
ed to the writer, H 

There is a yast and growing army of 
cranks who scem to liye only for the pur- 
pose of using the mails in their own pecul- 
jar, idiotic way. In the operations of 
some of these there /s a studied flendish- 
ness that would suggest a gigantic con- 
splracy to drive postal clerks to the insane 
asylum or the clammy tomb, San Fran- 
cisco has some shining lights in the crank 
line, as may. be seen by what follows: 

In the first place there is the puzzle 
crank who imagines that a 2 cent stamp 
gives him-the privilege of displaying at 
the expense of the postal officials his mar- 
yelous powers as an enigma maker, Of 
yany which annoyed the postoffice last 
year the following is a fair sample:

THE GROUND BROKEN 





For the Erection of the Rolling Mills. 


Under a blazing midday sun the ground 
was to-day formally broken for the erec- 
tion of the buildings of the Mitchell and 
Abbott Company. As an omen of the 
long hoped for return of prosperity to 
Bellevilie, the event excitcd great interest. 
Amon, the prominent personages present 
were, Eix-Mayor Lingham, Ald. Panter, Ald. 
Hanley, S. Masson, City Solicitor, James 
Cummins, ©, D. Macauley, J. P. Thomas, 
Solicitor for the Company ; W. H. Camp- 
bell, Sir M. Bowell, J. W. Butterfield, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. O. Mikel, A. Patterson, 
Mrs, (C>1.) Ponton, Henry Pringle, F. Y. 
Brenton. Jas. Anning, M. M, Thompson, 
U, E. Thompson, S. Eustace, S. D. 
Lazier, Solicitor for the Company ; Ald. 
Starling, F. W. Brenton, R. J. Graham, 
F, A. Mitchell, R, E. Clarke, Mr. and 
Mrs, Camp, W. H. Gordon, A. E. Lewis, 
H.*Greenleaf, Ex-Mayor MclIninch, W.

The honor of turning the first sod was 
appropriately given to Mayor Johnson, 
who has worked so indefatigably to secure 
manufacturing industries for the City, and 
from whose tenure of oflice, we trust, will 
date a new era in the history of the City. 
His Worship was presented with a spade 
by Mr. Walter Alford, one of the contrac- 
tors, and he turned the sod with an ease 
and expedition which proved that he camo 
from the land of peat bogs. 


A platform had been erected and from 
it a number of addresses were delivered. 

Mayor Johnson, who was the first speak- 
er, congratulated the City on the fact 
that the works were now practically an 
accomplished fact, After reviewing tho 
somewhat tedious and deyious course of 
negotiations up to their present successful 
conclusion, His Worship felicitously ex- 
pressed his high opinion of the integrity 
and abilities of Messrs. Mitchell and 
Abbott. He prophesied that the iron 
industry in Oanada would assume great 
dimensions as it had in the United States, 
and would more than replace the lumber 
industry, which had, so far as Belleville 
is concerned, declined to a mere shadow 
of its furmer magnitude. ‘he erection of 
the mills, he hoped, meant a new era for 
Belleville, and soon we might see the 
waters of our beautiful bay, now only the 
scene of pleasure, ploughed by the ships 
of commerce. ‘his work, undertaken 
as it was under the auspices of an Anglo- 
American alliance, Mr. Abbott supplying 
the British element and Mr, Mitchell the 
American, bore every promise ot success. 
Concluding, Mayor Johnson predicted that 
our country would soon export not only 
agricultural but also manufactured pro- 

ucts, and expressed the hope that Bolle- 
ville would share in the general prosperity. 








Sir Mackenzie Bowell spoke briefly.

He ulso 
agreed with the Mayor that Canada would 
yet become an exporter of iron and other 
manufactured products, and be as success 
fu) a competitor in those lines, as she had 
been in the markets for agricultural pro 
ducts. ‘That Canadian manufacturers were 
even now able to compete with the.world was 
proved by the success of the Massey-Harris 
Company, who now sent their implements 
even to far-away Australia. He predicted 
success for the rolling mills and wealth to 
their promoters 

Mr, Frank A. Mitchell, on behalf of the 
Company, thanked the citizens of Belle 
ville for their kindness to hir, and assured 
them that the Company were one wich 
them in seeking the prospority of the City. 

Ald. Bogart, who wus one of those who 
fought for the bonus through thick and 
thin, Mr. W. H Gordon, President of the 
Board of Trade, Mr. Kk. J. Graham, and 
the contractors, Ald Hanley and Mr, W. 
Alferd, all spoke optimistically of Belle 
ville’s future prospects, now that the great 
works were to be erected, 

Mayor Johnson reminded those present

The Crown Want More time on Ac- 
count of Osler’s Illness. 


No trace has yet been discovered of Pare 
and Holden, and it is now admitted that 
the chances of securing them are slight. 

The Toronto Globe has the following, 
which heare the earmarks of being inspired 
by the Attorney General's Department. 

It is expected that owing to the illness 
of B. B, Osler, Q.C., who has gone south 
for his health, and also partlyfto the escape 
of the prisoners, Pare and Holden, the 
Ponton trial, which was to have been held 
at the Assizes, commencing on the 15th 
inst., will be postponed. 


“Seen” In Peterboro. 


Peterboro Review :—Pare and Holden, 
the escape Napanee back robbers, are being 
seen in various parts of the province, and 
there is no good reason why they should not 
be seen in Peterboro, Accordinglg a lady, 
residevt on Charlotte-st., reports that she 
is satisfied that Pare called at her house in 
questofa ‘hand out.” The police here, 
while keeping an eye open for the missing 
men if they come this way, do not believe 
that much weight can be given to theso 
reports of the bank robbers being seen. _ 


Pextinent Press Sayings. 


Hamilton Herald: There being noth- 
ing else of value to take, Messrs.-Pare and 
Holden merely took their leave. 


Toronto ‘Telegram: Poor Pare and 
Holden, those suffering innocen's, who 
were not able to get into a bank without 
help from the inside, seem to have been 
able to get out of a jail without help from 
the outside. 

Mail and Empire: Following the flight 
of Mr. Pare and Mr. Holden comes news 
of the cracking of a Cornwall safe und the 
abstraction of $300 therefrom. If these 
gentry did that piece of work Mr. Paro's 
action in releasing his late enemy, Mr. 
Holden, will no longer be a mystery. He 
would need Holden's services to operate 
the ‘* plant,” and might find him handy in 
case he wanted to turn Queen's evidence 
against him some. day. 


Kingston News: In one view, the es- 
cape of Pare and Holden may be regarded 
as a serious misfortune for Ponton, as it 
may furnish an excuse for the postpone- 
ment of his retrial, and, as he himself re- 
marks, oven if that retrial occurs quickly 
and he is acquitted, he must always suffer 
the stigma of haying benefited by the acci- 
dental absence of the chief witnesses against 
him. In another view, however, the occur- 
rence must work in his favor. Why should 
Pare and Holden break jail, when 
their liberation for helping the Crown was 
only a matter of a few weeke, if they did 


not fear that the story they had concocted |: 


would be riddled by fresh evideace for the 
defence presented in Toronto? Their un- 
willingness to stand by their former evi- 
dence and take the risk of the production 
of newly-obtained proof of its talsity, con- 
demns everything they have said in the 
judgment of every fair-minded man, and 
ought to render very much easier the task 
of Ponton’s complete and sigual yindica- 
tion. 

Toronto News: The strongest bit of 
evidence in defence of Ponton that has 
been adduced so far is tho stutement by 
Dr, Chamberlain that Pare and Holden 
escaped from Napanee jail without assist- 
ance, 

The Inspector of Prisons declares that 
there is nothing io the theory of Pare hay- 
ing accomplices on the outside. He holds 
to the view that hoe effected his escape en- 
tirely by his own ingenuity. 

If this export criminal could open seyen 
locks that separated him from Jiberty and 
find 4 means of getting over an eighteen 
foot wall without assistance from the out- 
side, it will occur to most people that he 
had suflicienr expertness to open the safe

Having obtained several lictle pieces of 
wire, Pare effected his escape in a single 
night. Whon he was contemplating the 
robbery of the bank he was inthe vicinity 
of Napanee nearly three months, and must 
have had any number of opportunities for 
examining and experimenting with the 
conbinations of the safe he subsequently 
cracked.

Thore are 
hundreds and thousands of homes that 
have been utterly blasted of it I am 
apeuking of no ubstraction, Is there any 
thing #o disastrous to a man for this life 
snd for the life to come? Do you tell me 
that & man can be happy when he knows 
he is breaking his wife's heart and cloth 
ing his children with rags? There are 
little children in tho streets to-day bare 
footed, unkempt, uncombed, want writ- 
ten on every patch of their faded dress 





and on every wrinkle of thelr premature- 
ly old countenances, who would have been 
in the house of God this morning as well 
clad as you had {6 not been that strong 
drink drove their parents down into 
penury and then down into the grave, 
O, rum, rum, thou despofler of homes, 
thou foe of God, thou recruiting ofticer of 
the pit, I hate thee! 


But my subject takes a doeper tone 
When it tells you that the  inebriate 
suffers the loss of the soul. The Bible 


intimates that if we go into the future 
world unforgiven the appetites and pas- 
sions which were repugnant here will 
torment us there. I suppose when the 
inebriate wakes up in the lost world 
there will be an infinite thirst clawing 
upon him. In this world he could get 
strong drink. However poor he was in 
this world, he could beg or be could steal 
five conts to get a drink that would for a 
little while slake bis thirst, but in etern- 
ity where will the rum come from? Diyes 
wanted one drop of water, but could not 
get it. Where*will the inebriate get the 
draft he so much requires, so much de- 
mands? No one to brew it. No one to 
mix it, Noone to pour if. No one to 
fetch it. Millions of worlds now for the 
dregs that were thrown on the sawdusted 
floor of the restaurant, Millions of worlds 
now for the rind flung ont from the punch 


how! of an earthly banauet. Dives called 
for water. The inebriate calls for rum. 


If a flend from the lost world should 
come up on 4 mission to a gropshop and, 
having finished the mission in the arog- 
shop, should come back, taking on the 
tip of his wing one drop of alcoholic 
bevorage, what excitement it would make 
all through the world of the lost, and, if 
that one drop of alcoholic beverage should 
drop from the wing of the flend upon the 
tongue of the inebriate, how he would 
spring up and ory: ‘‘That’s it! That's it! 
Rum! That's it!’’ And all the 
caverns of the lost would echo with the 
cry: ‘Gis it to me! Rum! Rum!’’ Ah, 
my friends, the inebriate’s sorrow in the 
next world will not be the absence of God 
or holiness or light. It will be the absence 
of rum. ‘Look not upon the wine when 


the oup, for at thé last it biteth like a 
serpent, and it stingeth like an adder,"’ 

When I see this plague in the land and 
when I see this destroying angel sweep- 
ing across our great cities I am some- 
times indignant and sometimes humili- 
ated. When a man asks me, ‘‘What are 
you in favor of for the subjugation of 
this evil?’ I answer, “I am ready for 
anything that is reasonable.’ You ask 
me, ‘Are you in fayor of Sons of Tem- 
perance?’’? Yes. ‘‘Are you in fayor of 
good Samaritans?’ Yes, ‘‘Are you in 
favor of Good Templars?’’ Yes. ‘‘Are you 
in favor of prohibitory law?" Yes, ‘Are 

‘ou in favor of the pledge?’’ Yes. Com- 
ine all the influences, O Christian re- 
formers and philanthropists! Combine 
them all for the extirpation of this evil. 

Thirty women in one ,of the western 
States banded together, and with an 
especial ordination from God they went 
forth to the work and shut up all the 
grogshops of a large village. Thirty 
women, with their song and with their 
prayer. And if 1,000 or 2,000 Christian 
men and women with an especial ordina- 
tion from God should go forth feeling 
the responsibility of their work and dis- 
charging their mission they could in-any 
city shut up all the grogshops.

I 
went into a room in’ the Fourth Ward, 
New York, where a religious service was 
being held for reformed drunkards, and I 
heard a revelation that night that I had 
never heard before—15 or 20 men stand- 
ing up and giving testimony such as I 
had never heard given. They not only 
testifled that thelr hearts had been 
changed by the grace of God, but that the 
grace of God had extinguished their 
thirst. ‘hey went on to say that they had 
reformed at different times before, bat 
imnmediately fallen because they were do- 
ing the whole work in thelr own strength, 
“But as soon as we gaye our hearts to 
God,"’ they said, “and the loye of the 
Lord Jesus Christ has come into our soul 
the thirst has all gone, We have no more 
disposition for strong drink."’ ’ 

It was a new revelation to me, and T 
have proclaimed it again and again in 
the Hearing of those who haye far gone 
astray, and I stand here to-day to tell 
you that tho grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ cannot only save your soul, but 
save your body. I look off to-day upon 
the desolation, Some of you are so far on 
jn this habit, although there may be no 
outward indications of {t—you never have 
styggered along tho street—the vast 
majority of people do not know that you 
stimulate, but God knows, and you 
know, and by human calculation there 1s 
not one chance out of 6,000 that you will 
over be stopped, Beware! There are some 
of you who are my warm personal friends 
to whom I must say that, unless you quit 
this evil habit, within ten years, as to 
your body, you will He down ina drunk- 
ard’s grave and, a8 to you immortal soul, 
yon will He down {na drunkerd's hell! 
It ia uw hard thing to say, but it 1s true, 
and I utter the warning lest I have your 
blood upon my soul. Beware! As to-day 
you open the door of your wine closet leb 
the anter flash that word upon your 
soul, “Boware!"’ As you pour oud the 
beverage let the foam at the top spell out 
the word, “ Boware!"" In the great day 
of God's judgment, when a hundred mil- 
lion drunkards shall come up to get thelr 
doom, I want you to testify that this 
day, In love of your soul and in fear of 









God, I gave you warning in rogard to

The design illustrating this article for 
this weck is a modification of Queen Anne 
architecture with a good many colonia) ef- 
fects introduced. The foundation consists 
of a brick wall 12 inches thick upon which 
is laid a 4° x 8” gill well bedded in cement 
mortar and the brick work carried up on 
inside or back of sill to top of floor joists, 
thereby completely filling up the spaco 
and excluding the entrance of cold alr, 
vermin, etc. The wall may have three 
courses of footings or simply one course, all 
depending upon the character of the seil, 
If the soil be hard clay, the wall may be 
placed directly upon the clay and run up.

PERSPECTIVE. 
Ths cellar is well concreted, thereby 
making it damp-proof anc. also adding to 


its qleanliness. The concrete is so laid 
that should any water be thrown on the 
floor, from the use of the heater or from 
any other cause, it would immediately run 
off, the floor being Jaid on an incline to 
carry off the water through a drain either 
in the middle or to one side of the cellar 
to the connection of cither the sewer or 
cess-pool pipe, asthe case may be. All 
the brick work should be neatly pointed 
upsoas to be thoroughly workmanlike 
and present a good appearance. 

On examining the first floor plan one 
will note that it is designed in an odd 
fashion, somewhat different from the 
ordinary. The entrance is made to the 
hall, which is octagonal in shape and which 
forms a bay to the house. In this hall 
may also be found the stair-case leading 
to the second story. hia presents a 
unique design and at the same time affords 
plenty of light to both the first and second 
story halls. The hall to the first story 
fives ready access to all rooms on that 
floor. ;

The butler’s pantry is well equipped 
with a glass dresser, counter shelf with 
drawers underneath, and also a dish shelf 
to lay soiled dishes on. The dining-room 
has a corner fire place which may be 
finished off ag.desired by owner, but we 
would suggest it be faced with front brick 
ov tile; or wooden mantel could be 
selected from stock designs of manufactur- 
er. Instead of the somewhat regular shap- 
ed parlor this design gives us an octagonal 
shape, all the sides being equal to each 
other and one of these sides being used for 
4 fireplace which may be finished off to 
suit one's particular tastes.

All the rooms are 
finished off in good hard white plaster for 
the walls and ceilings, ‘Trim, ete., to be 
of clear white pine, an exceedingly fine 
wood for work of this kind and well adapt- 
ed to receive stain of all kinds and finished 
up extremoly well, The windows and 
cornices are finished off in tho Colonial 
style and the effect may be noted at a 
glance from tho perspective. The upper 
sashes in the second story are divided into 
sixteen panes of glass to each eash and 
those on the staircase are ot plate glass 
with perpendicular muntins and joined at

They are served with five cents’ worth of 
rice daily and are compelled to work hard 
on the rebel defences, Several hundred of 
the Filipino wounded are at San Miguel. 

The insurgents are sending their 
Women and children to the Biacnabatto 
Mountains, 

A Bolo chief and 100 men were cap- 
tured at Balinag. General Lawton has 
released many of the prisoners. 

‘ A Stubborn Fight. 

{| The Filipinos yesterday vigorously 
resisted the advance of General Mac- 
Arthur's division from Apalit toward 
San Fernando, fighting desperately at 
long range, after running from trench to 
tench when driven out by the American 
artillery. The movement commenced at 
half-past 6 in the morning. General 
Hale's brigade, consisting of five Gatlings, 
under the command of Major Young of 
the 6th Artillery, two battalions of the 
Sist Iowa Regiment, the Ist Nebraska 
Regiment and the 1st South Dakota 
Regiment, advanced along the road, a 
few miles west of the railway line. Gen- 
eral Wheaton, with Hotchkiss and Gat- 
ling guns, under the command of Lieut. 
Naylor of the Utah Light Artillery. 
mounted on hand cars, pushed ahead, the 
20th Kansas and Ist Montana Regiments 
deploying to the right and left when 
feasible. The country to be traversed 
proved the worst yet encountered. 

Rebels Regained Courage. 

So soon as they discovered that the 
nature of the country would permit only 
a few skirmishes on each side of the 
embankment, the rebels regained their 
courage and fought desperately for three- 
quarters of an hour, in the face of the 
American yolleys and a rapid-fire fusil- 
ade, until flanked by the Montana Rexi- 
ment. Then a general scramble ensued, 
most of the enemy boarding trains that 
were in readiness, and tho others taking 
tho road to San Fernandino after burning 
the villages of San Lomas and Minalin. 

, Losses Up to Noon, 

Our loss up to that hour (noon) was 

, two members of the Nebraska and one of 
the Montana killed, and Captain |.

TRINSYAL MATTER AGAIN 


Outlook Has aScare Report From 
its Cape Tov. n Correspondent. 


The Colonial OMee Is Not Alarmed, and 
Decluves That There Is 


No Foundation 








Outlook's Cape Town Despatoh 


President Kruger Maintains That 


His Government Has Right to 


Regulate Its Own Affairs. 


London, May 6.—The Outlook pub- 
lishes a special despatch from its Cape 
Town correspondent, in which it 1s stated 


that Mr. Joseph Chamberlain has de- 
spatched a firmly-worded demand upon 
the Transvaal Republic, that it must 
observe its obligations to the Queen as 


the paramount power, by securing peace 
and order within tho republic. This 
demand, the despatch sa is supple- 
mentary to the demand for the cancella- 
tion of the dynamite concession, and is 
taken to mean that the British Govern 

ment deems that the time bas come to 
invite President Kruger to observe the 
letter as well a8 the spirit of the London 
convention, It is not stated how far the 
demand takes the form of an ultimatum 
or if w period is fixed within which re 
dress of the grievances of the Uitlanders 
aball be made, 

No Foundation for the Statements. 











The Colonial Office declares that there 
{s no foundation for the statements made 
in The Outlook's Cape Town despatch, 
and adds that there is no warrant for the 
allegation that the probabilities of war 
with the Transyaal have been seriously 
regarded by the Government, 

Virus of Krugerism, 

The Johannesburg correspondent of 
Nhe Times confirms the reports of ex- 
wreme unrest among the Uitlanders. He 
says that when he arrived at Johannes- 
burg some months ago he thought that 
time was on tho side of the Uitlanders, 
ind that there was room for patience, 
but now he is compelled to abandon this 
theory. He declares that the virus-of 
KKrugerism {s spreading throughout South 
Africa, threatening a regime worse than 
that of Tammany Hall in New York, 

Some Uitluuders Satisfied. 

Nine thousand Uitlanders, composed of 
British, Americans, Germans, French, 
Dutch and others, have petitioned ‘the 
Government to ignore the petition signed 
recently by 21,000 British subjects pro- 
testing against the injustices to which 
they were subjected by the ‘Transvaal 
Government, which was sent to Queen 
Victoria through Sir Alfred Milner, Goy- 
ernor ot Cape Colony, and high commis- 
sioner of South Africa. These latest peti- 
tioners declare that the petition to the 
Queen was the work of capitalists, the 
attainment of whose wishes would be 
detrimental to the public, who are per- 
fectly satisfied with the existing Admin- 
istration: 

Kruger Affirms His Rights. 

Cape Town, May 6..—The reply of Presi- 
dent Kruger to the demand from Mr. 
Chamberlain for the cancellation of the 
dynamite concession was published here 
yesterday, President Kruger contends 
that the concession is bona fide, and con- 
stitutes no breach of the London conven- 
tion. The Transvaal, President Kruger 
insists, is entitled to its opinion as to 
what is for the best interests of the re- 
public. The amendment of the concession 
as asked by the British Goyernment, the 
President adds, would be a breach of 
faith with regard to other parties, 


GREAT STEEL COMBINE. 


All the Difficulties Removed—Deal as 
Far-Roaching as Human Ingenuity— 
Capital of $800,000,000. 


Chicago, May 6.—The Times-Herald 
Says: John W. Gates has confirmed the 
rumor regarding the combine of all the 
larg steel companies of the country, and 
made the assertion that the deal was as 
far-reaching as the ingenuity of the 
minds making it could conceive. Mr. 
Gates has just returned from New York, 
Where a recent conference of the steel 
magnates was held for the purpose of 
arranging the details. The president of 
the American Steel & Wire Company 
said that all the difficulties in the way of 
the combine had been removed and the 
financing of the great combine which 
could control the steel and wire product 
of the country had been successfully car- 
ried toa conclusion. The headquarters 
will bein New York, and, according to 
Mr. Gates, the capital stock will be be- 
tween $500,000,000 and $800,000,000, and 
he remarked that the figures might be 
$1,000,000,000, The president of the new 
company would be H. C. Frick of Pitts 
burg, who has been so closely fidentifled 
with Andrew Carnegie. 

Carnegie Bought Out, 

New York, May 6.—According to The 
Times, the entire interest of Andrew 
Carnegie in the Carnegie Steel Company 
has been purchased by his co-partners in 
the business, with H. C. Frick at their 
head, The exact figures which represent 
the purchase price could not be learned, 
It is sald, however, the pricé ls over 
$150,600,000. It is understood that one of 
the stipulations of the sale is that the 
new company shail retain the name of 
the present concern, 

Putting on the Screws. 
=Chicago, May 6,--The Chronicle says:

WILD +NIMALS. 
They Do Not Fear Man Until They 
Learn Hin Power, 


There is an old story that any man can 
cow 4 wild animal by merely gazing into 
its eyes. is 

This theory of tho power of the human 
eye is all well enough so long as it is not 
tried on an animal big and flerce enough 
to kill the experimenter. All accounts 
agree that, except where they have been 
hunted, wild animals do not fear man 
at all. 

A British resident in Guiana onco gayo 
& Cornish gold secker a lift up the river in 
his steam Jaunch, As the launch was 
small the miner slung his hammock on 
shore each night. One morning he com- 
plained of the noiso the frogs had made, 

Some Indians of the crew laughed at 
this and sald, ‘‘Oh, tiger sleep with old 
man last night!”” What the miner had 
heard was the purring or snoring under 
his hammock of a puma, whose tracks and 
the outline of its sleeping body were yet 
visible. 

Upon Long Island, except during the 
hunting days, the deer enter farmers’ 
barnyards freely and show no fear of man. 

In the Yellowstone park, where animals 
are protected from hunters, they are very 
chummy. The elk and blacktail come 
to the keepers’ houses to be fed. Even 
brown bears hang around and forage 
aniong the scraps thrown out by the hotel 
keepers. 

Dangerous animals have the same bold- 
ness where gunpowder is unknown. When 
Berend’s crew were on their first voyage 
a polar bear came among the sleeping crew 
and bit a sailor's head off. Why should 
he fear the puny little creatures? 

Beyond the Zambezi and Shire rivers, 
where white men and guns are few, lions 
and leopards will do what they will do al- 
most nowhere else—kill men when hun- 
gry and when not cornered. 

Where animals are fully acquainted with 
firearms neither lion, tiger, bear, jaguar 
nor any other animal will attack man ex- 
cept when cornered, it is true. But ani- 
mals in wild life haye no such fear of the 
weak little biped that can neither run, 
climb nor fight as well as they.-—-New 
York World,

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A CURIOUS MYSTERY. 
INDIAN POISONS THAT PUZZLE OUR 
MEN OF SCIENCE. 


A Concoction That Takes a Year to 
Finish Its ndly Work and 
Agninat Which There In No Ileme- 
dy—A Polnon That Paralyzens. 


“T venture to say that no poisons known 
to sclonce the world oyer can compare in 
their effects with the deadly mixtures used 

tho conjurers, or medicine men, of the 
Cree and Salteaux tribes of Indians away 
up in the northwest region of British Co- 
lumbia,”’ says Dr. James Molden of Mant- 
toba. 

“These tribes,”’ he said, ‘live in that 
vast, wild region from 700 to 1,000 miles 
north of Winnipog, just on the border of 
Eskimo land, ‘They are the last tribes to 
be met with before the Eskimos are reach- 
pd, and they get along very amioably with 

1, a8 hunting ground demarcations are 
mutually understood and respected. No 
doubt the extrome rigor of the climate ac- 
coynts for it, but they are conspicuously 
peacoful for redskins and perform almost 
incredible feats of ondurance, I havo 
known ‘bucks’ of theso tribes to run ahead 
f a dog sled as guides for over 100 miles. 
But, for all they have such amiable dispo- 
sitions, just lot one of them get his anger 
or spirit of royenge aroused through jeal- 
ousy or envy, and tho victim of his wrath 
meets a death moro horrible than the tor- 

s of the inquisition by the use of these 
mnysterious, baffling poisons. ‘The modus 
operandi is simple enough. He takes his 
case to ono of the conjurers of the tribe— 
for the samo custom prevails among both 
the Crees and ‘the Salteaux—who under- 
takes the job of 10ving the objection- 
able ‘buck.’ Tho conjurer then starts off 
into tho dense forests alono and gathers a 
collection of barks and herbs unknown to 
botanists, With these he returns to his 
Wigwam and brews the destructive mix- 
ture that does the bugjness. 

“Now for the pecullar way In which it 
works,’’ the doctor continued. “I want 
to say, by way of Parenthesis, that these 
tribes never go on the warpath: They 
mike no use of tomahawk or scalping 
knife. They neyer resort to the popular 
redskin method of remoying an enemy by 
shooting him down from ambush, Polson 
is their sole recipo for settling scores. 
Fortified, then, with his potent drug, the 
man who is out for vengeance manages to 
haye it administered to his doomed foe in 
his food. It may be months before the 
effects are visible. At whatever time of 
the year the polson is taken it never be- 
gins to operate before spring. Here is ono 
of the most amazing features. ‘The first 
sign is the appearance of sores on the 
body, and especially on the face, of the 
victim. In the course of a month or so 
theso would, apparently, dry up and be 
followed by scales. But that is merely the 
seeming calm before tho storm, for in the 
course of a few months more, during 
which the poor buck suffers indescribable 
tortures, these scales drop off, and in their 
place great tufts of hair spring up. The 
lust stage before death follows in its most 
agonizing form, far worse than the tor- 
tures from prussic acid and a great deal 
more prolonged. 

*‘l remember well,’’ resumed the narra- 
tor, ‘how we had “heard of these Indian 
poisons in a vague way for some time in 
our country; but, knowing the medical 
books contained nothing of that sort un- 
der the head of toxicology, wo put tho 
whole thing aside as a yarn. We were 
rudely aroused one day from this infldeli- 





._ ty by the appearance among us of a buck 


about 40 years old who had been under 
his enemy's poison. He was in the earlier 
stages before the scales formed. As he 
Was a man of wonderful strength and 
superb physique, it was hoped by a mis- 
sionary who had lived for many years 
with theso tribes that the victim’s life 
might bo saved if he qpuld reach ciyiliza- 
tion and get tho benefit of professional 
skill. So he had brought him, like a good 
Samaritan, over that vast Sahara of snow 
and ice and put him in our hands, 

‘Here at last was flesh and blood proof 
of tho poisons we had laughed out of court 
as impossible, and we lost no time in de- 
ciding to cure him, No mortal was ever 
more carefully watched and dosed than 
that redskin. Wo tried every antidote 
known to materia medica, both simple and 
compound, but the poison turned around 
und laughed us out of court, securing a 
double revenge, Nothing we administered 
could stop the slow but deadly work of the 
Indian mixture. The giant buck went 
through all the stages I haye described, 
until the most excruciating death put an 
end to his miseries. All our science was 
bound hand and foot, utterly helpless in 
the presence of this curious, fatal brew of 
an Indian conjurer. 

“We know nothing and can learn noth- 
ing,” he went on to say, “of the herbs 
that enter into this mixture. This poison 
inystery has long been kept asecret among 
the conjurers of those two tribes. They 


are always few in number and exercise |. 


tho greatest caution in transmitting it to 
those who come after them, They require 
a long and severe training on the part of 
any buck who feels inspired to enter the 
conjurers’ mystic circle, So seyere is the 
preliminary training that few are able to 
pass through it successfully.

In, this there is the 
flercest professional rivalry—worse than 
anything among the theater folks—and 
when a certain buck is outclassed he gen- 
erally hunts up the conjurer for a modified 
form of revenge. He doesn’t care to kill 
his rival. It will satisfy him to haye him 
crippled and placed out of the race, The 
conjurer is ready for business on that 
basis, too, and gives his caller a brew that 
makes short work of the objectionably 
rapid buck, Sometimes these drugs will 
paralyze the legs of the victim and have 
no other effect whatever, Ab other times 
they will so stiffen his limbs that he prac- 
tically hobbles about on @ pair of wooden 
legs. Altogether it is the most curtous 
polson mystery in the world, more than 
ever curious among tribes that know noth- 
ing at all of intoxicating beverages and 
never, brew any sort of intoxicating stim- 
ulant,’’

THE CATERPILLAR PEST. 


A Note of Warning From the Domin- 
ion Entomologist. 


To the Epiror of THe INTELLIGENCER 

Dear Sir,—During the springs of 1897 
and 1898 serious injury was done to forest, 
fruit and shade trees by the large numbers 
of Ten Osterpillars, which in many parts 
of Canada stripped the trees of their foli- 
age. Such people as tried remedies, as a 
rulo began the work mvch too late. The 
caterpillars are just hatching from the 
bracelet like egg-clusters which may be 
found on the twigs of trees and shrubs, 
where they were deposited last July by the 
moths that came from the caterpillar which 
did so much harm last spring. 


Will you allow me to suggest to your 
reo lers the necessity of at once attending 
to this matter if they wish 'o save the foli 
age and fruit of their trees ? 

Remedy.—The proper remedy is to 
spray the trees at once with the following 
mixture : 


Paris Green.,.....- 
Quick Lime . 1 ounce | 
Water. ». +010 gallons 


There are two kinds of these ‘Tent Cater- 

illars, one spins a conspicuous white web 
in which the whole colony gathors at night 
and at certain times during the day ; the 
other spins no such tent, but the colonies 
gather together in clusters on the branches. 
In the case of the former, the tvigs bear- 
ing the tents may be cut off and the colon- 
ies crushed under foot, 

Prompt attention to this matter is of 
great importance, not only to the owner of 
trees, but to every citizen who has to put 
up with the inconvenience of having these 
caterpillars swarming everywhere as thoy 
did last year and the year before,

The Moulders of Montreal Have Joined 
the Army of Strikers. 


Montreal, May 8.—The iron founders 
had a meeting at the Winasor on Satur- 
day evening and decided that they would 
have nothing more to do with the union 
leaders who haye brought about the 
strike. On the other band, the men ap- 
pear in no wise disconcerted at the an- 
nouncement that the employers had 
determined to ignore the union. Tho fol- 
lowing is a pretty correct list of the firms 
and the number of strikers: Parker's 
Foundry, 15; H. R, Ives & Co., 60;

gine Works; 70; Drummond, McCall & 
Co., 70; Charity, Garth & Co., 20; Beau- 
pre & Co., 15, or a total of 590 men who 
have quit work. 






Bad Outlook at Buffalo, 

Buffalo, May 8.—The threat made last 
week by the officers of the Grain Shovel- 
lers’ Union that if their troubles with 
the contractors for unloading grain at this 
port was not soon settled that the entire 
commerce of the great lakes would be 
tied up, seems about to be fulfilled. The 
strikers absolutely refused to negotiate 
further with the members of the State 
Board of Arbitration or with the officials 
of the Lake Carriers’ Association until 
the contract with W. J. Connors for the 
unloading of grain isannulled, The Lake 
Carriers’ Association absolutely refuse to 
listen to this proposition, saying that it 
is impossible. 

Bishop Quigley of the Catholic diocese 
of Buffalo has been appealed to by the 
State Board, but asks a day to consider. 

In the meantime the harbor is becom- 
ing more and more congested.

This Is the Amount to Be Dispensed to 
the Cuban Soldiers. 


Hayana, May 8.—Forty thousand wil) 
be used as the divisor in fixing the shares 
of the soldiers in the $8,000,000 allotted 
by the United States Government to be 
divided among the Cuban troops, and the 
payment will begin at the end of next 
week. The Governor-General and Genera] 
Gomez haye decided that it would be im: 
practicable to try to verify further the 
army rolls, as submitted by the recently- 
dissolved Cuban Assembly. A rule has 
been laid down requiring the giving up 
of all arms as a condition of the payment 
of the $75 each man is to receive. After 
all the privates and non-commissioned 
officers are paid, some money will be left, 
and this remainder will probably be 
divided among the maimed and destitute 
officers of the army. The rule excluding 
from the division those employed by the 
Government does not apply to the day 
laborers on Government work, but only 
to those employed at a fixed money salary. 

Don’t Want American Lawyers. 

General Ludlow recently asked Seore- 
tary of Justico Lanuza to arrange to 
allow American lawyers to practice here, 
because of the desire of the American 
syndicates and merchants coming to 
Havana to employ Americans to defend 
their interests. Sonor Lanuza referred the 
matter forthe Universidad, which governs 
admissions to the Havana bar, and its 
reply, which was approved by the Secre- 
tary of Justice, was m refusal of the 
request, if being held that it would be 
for the bos interests of Americans to om- 
ploy Cubans with a knowledge of the 
ooul laws.

The Agreement Entered Into by 
Britain and Russia.

London, May 8,—A Parliamentary 
paper has boon issued containing the 
identical notes oxchanged botyweon Great 
Britain and Russia rolative to the spheres 
of inflacnos in China, The preamble do 
olaros that “Great Britain and Russia, 
animatod by o sincero desire to ayold in 
Ohina all cause of Mlict on the quostion 
wlhoro intorests moot, and, taking into 
consideration economies and geographical 
gravation to certain parts of that Mmpire, 
have agrood as follows: 

“Olause 1, Great Britain engagos not 
to seck olthor for herself or in bobalf of 
others railway concessions north of the 
Groat Wall, and not to obstruct Russian 
applications for concessions in that re- 
gion.’ 

In clause 2 Russia makes a similar 
agroemont toward Great Britain rolative 
to the basin of the Yangtse. 

China's Primordial Interests. 

Clauso 8 says that tho contracting 
partics, haying in no wise in yiow to in- 
fringe in any way the sovereign rights of 
China or existing treaties, will not fall 
to communicate to the Chineso Govern- 
mont the presont arrangement, which, by 
averting all cause of complications be- 
tween thom, is of a nature to consolidate 
peace in the far east and serve the pri- 
mordial interests of China hersolf. 

A second note, forming an addendum 
to the first, oommences: ‘In order to 






















complote the notes exchanged respecting 
partition of spheres for concessions for 
railways in China,’’ and then proceeds 
to record an agreement regarding the 
Shanghai, Kuan & Newchwang Rail- 
Way protecting rights acquired under 
tho loan contract and providing that the 
railway must remain a Chinese line sitb- 
ject to the Central Government, and can- 
ot be mortgaged or alicnated to a non- 
hinese company.

Canada May See Hor Majesty's New Bont 
Next Yoar, 


London, May 8.—The Queen’s new 
yacht will be launched to-morrow, the 
Duchess of York performing the christen- 
log ceremony. 1t is said by the Govern- 
ment builders that the yacht will be the 
finest in the world for roominess and 
structural beauty generally. The exquisite 
“carvings are from designs approyed by 
the Queen, and said to haye been partly 
suggosted by her. 

It 1s possible that the yacht may be 
seen in the Dominion, as efforts are being 
made to induce a member of the royal 
family to yisit Canada next year. Secre- 
tary Chamberlain's heart is in the 
scheme, for he feels strongly that Can- 
ada, after her commercial concessions to 
_the Mother Country, is entitled to some 
special mark of favor, If elther the Duke 
of York or the Duke of Connaught should 
undertake the ceremonial work of the 
trip, Secretary Chamberlain will go along 
as business representative of the Home 
Office.

university in India, she has abandoned 
the right of self-defence <A friend recent- 
ly wrote to her, urging her to bring an 
action against a man who libelled her. 
She replied: 

“T could not consistently sue a sland- 
erer nor seck to punish one who injures 
me. All such actions I have renounced.

The Fearless Toronto Man 
Says Things to the 
Authorities. 


All Their Energics Concentrated Upon 
Fastening the Guilt Upon Ponton, 


Don in Saturday Night: makes the follow 
ing incisive comments on the escape 

Already Ihave hoard it said that the 
oscape of those hardened old criminals, 
Pare and Holden, must do damage to tho 
ouuse of young Ponton, as he and his 
frionds will be suspected of having aided 
thom in their escape, The fact that Pon- 
ton wasin ‘Toronto and that his counsel 
and most influential friends all happened 
to bo distant from the scene of the jail- 
breaking, is also quoted as being a ‘suspioc- 
ious circumstance.” ‘This, it strikes me, is 
a very distorted view to tako of the affair, 
It is not the first time that Pare and Hol 
den haye broken jail, and it is probable the 
Napanco jail is the softest snap they over 
struck as something to get out of. More- 
over, the Inspector of Prisons says Pare did 
the work without assistance from the out- 
side. 

Why should a young fellow whose re- 
putation has always been good be the first 
and last one to have piled upon his back 
the whole load of ruil, a large portion of 
which confessedly belongs to Pare and 
Holden? Why should one who is little 
better than a boy be crucified, while two 
of the most experienced and villainous 
cracksmen in America are practically held 
to have been tempted into wrong-doing by 
him? Why, in the namo of everything 
that is reasonable and just, should a young 
fellow who is a foolif Pare and Holden's 
stories are correct, be made the chief 
conspirator both in the robbery and in the 
escape of the prisoners? Why should 
the power ef the Crown be utilized to 
weave everything into another mesh in 
which to catch the simplest, and most 
transparent, and only reputable one of the 
three ? Why should the fact that the whole 
community ia which the young man lived 
is passionately certain of his innocence, be 
turned into an argument that Ponton or 
some of his friends helped the two cracks- 
men to break jail? I do not believe in 
trial by newspapers, nor in the people 
usurping the functions of the law, but 
after all what is law but the crystallization 
of public opinion? What is trial by jury 
bnt a representstion of public opinion on 
a small scale? What, then, is lacking 
when no twelve men haye been found to 
convict the accused, but when the whole 
jury of the community, after knowing 

‘onton well and hearing all the facts and 
understanding the circumstances, almost 
unanimously declares him innocent? In 
the face of all this the Orown, apparently 
at the instance of a powerful bank, pursues 
one who, if guilty aball, was least guilty, 
while making heroes out of two of as deep- 
dyed scoundrels as ever filled a cell. 


In what way has the interest of justice 
been advanced by the methods pursued by 
the Bank and the Crown? ‘The two cracks- 
men excited the greatest possible interest 
in court by the proud humility of their ad- 
missions that they were artistsin the 
burglary line, The keys which had been 
made by Pare were handed about the court 
and excited the greatest interest and ad- 
miration of the assembled people. What 
would the weak youth in the crowd think 
when he heard that Pare was to go scot 
free and Holden was likely to be treated 
leniently Evanua Crown, in order to convict 
Ponton ? ould it not prove to them 
that to be the heroes of a trial exciting in- 
terest all over America, they must be ex- 
pert artists in the profession of burglary 7. 
Now that these rascsls have escaped 
they are more or Jess heroes in the 
eyes of crooks and the weak-minded, In- 
deed, I feel safe in saying that there are 
hundreds of silly people who have read all 
about this trial, who would to-day rather 
be Fare and Holden, guilty, than be Pon- 
ton, innocent. ‘To-morrow, if the pair of 
crooks were captured and exhibited in To- 
ronto, they could fill any theatre in town, 
such is the fuss which has been made over 
them, while the educated young fellow, to 
convict whom so much trouble is being 
taken, while so much forgiveness has been 
shown to thetwo Pariahs of society, can 
barely inake a living peddling cigars. If 
the cause of law and order, justice and 
decency, is being benefited by a procedure 
which is bringing about such extraordinaiy 
results, then we can feel reasonably sure 
that none of us will be accomplished or safe 
till we know how to burglarize a bank or 
break a jail.

DOUBLE DROWNING ACCIDENT 


William Holgate, of Thurlow, 
and a Marchmont Boy 
Meet Death in the 
Moira, 





Boat Found Floating Bottom Upwards 
=-No Trace of the Bodies. 


Intelligence reached here this morning 
of a sad double drowning accident near 
Foxboro. Mr, William Holgate, a very 
popular young farmer, residing in the 8th 
concession of Thurlow, midway between 
Plaintield and Foxboro, in company with 
David Maddock, a Marchmont boy, who 
assisted him in the work of the farm, went 
fishing last evening, and are now at the 
bottom of the Moira River, 


Mr, Holgate was the owner of a fine 
skiff and was in tbe habit of fishing in the 
evenings. Yesterday his skiff disappeared 
from the shore, and in the evening, when 
the work of che day was over, Mr. Holgate 
and his hired boy borrowed a boat (which 
was built for only ons occupant) of Mr. 
Gilbert Youker to secure the skiff and 
spend the evening fishing. 

As they did not return, Mrs, Holgate 
this morning notified her father, Mr. Da- 
vid Caldwell, and other neighbors. Search 
was made and Mr. Youker's boat was 
found floating bottom upwards near Wal- 
don’s Landing. ‘The boy’s straw hat was 
floating near by, and there is no doubt as 
to the fate of the fishermen. No trace of 
Mr. Holgate’s skiff has been found. 

A number of neighbors drove in to 
Belleville this morning and secured grap- 
pling irons and an effort will be made to 
find the bodies. 

Mr. Holgate, who was a-son of the late 
Chas. Holgate, and a nephew of County 


Councillor John A, Holgate, was 35 years 


of age, and leaves'a wife but no children. 
He was a splendid specimen of Christian 
manhood, much respected throughout the 
district. He was a member of Court 
Bethel, A.U.F, 

Maddock was an English boy, 16 years 
of age. He has two brothers in this 
County brought out under Marchmont 
Home auspices. ;

Duke of Cambridge Says Royal Family 
Wants to Strongthen Tics, 


London, May 9,—The Duke of Cam- 
bridge yesterday opened Imre Kiralfy’s 
Greater Britain Exhibition at Karl's 
Court, in tho presence of a distinguished 
company, which included representatives 
of several colonial Governments. In the 
course of his speech the Duke of Cam- 
bridge emphasized the fact that he and 
other members of the Royal family de- 
sired to do everything to strengthen the 
ties between Great Britain and tho colon- 
jes. His Grace said that it was a singular 
fact that, with all the talk of peace, all 
the nations were going ahead with arma- 
ments. If the Czar's conference resulted 
fn any steps tending to lessen the burden 
upon the people and to insure peace, 
these suggestions would be sincerely wel- 
comed by England. At the same time, 
the Duke of Cambridge said he congratu- 
lnted his audience upon the preparations 
of the country and the undoubted loyalty 
ot the colonies.

Harcourt, accord- 
ing to The Dally Mail, declared that the 
Liberals had no occasion to turn back- 
ward, and that it ill became one of Mr. 
Gladstono’s colleagues to advocate wiping 
out the whole inheritance Liberalism had 
received from that illustrious statesman,

of 1,400 Gallolan Immigrants 
Canadian Ports at Halifax— 
Opinions of Their Value, 


New York, May 10.—A_ special de- 
spatch from Halifax last evening says: 

Tho Hamburg-American steamship 
Brasilia, which arrived yesterday morn- 
ing from Hamburg, from which port she 
sailed on April 29, had on board 1,400 
Galicia lmmigrapts who are bound for 
Canadian points. The health offlcers in 
Inspecting the steamship at quarantine 
found 18 cases of measles on board, 

Not Enthualastio Over It. 

A special cable from Hamburg says: 
Tho steerage quarters of the Gorman 
American liners are crowded with Gall- 
clans who are emigrating to the United 
States and Ganada in consequence of 
oppression and famine at home. Fully 
50,000 are on thelr way or preparing to 
leave. The Patricia, the last steamship 
leaving from New York, took 2,500, and 
the Graf Waldersee, the next yessel sail- 
ing, will carry 2,600 more. The bookings 
for future sailings are filled, and tho 
North German Lloyd Liners are similarly 
crowded. 

Commissioner of Immigration Fitchio 
at the Barge Office, when shown a copy 
of the cablegram, shook his head dubi- 
ously: ‘ 

“There must be some mistake about 
the figures,” he said, ‘they cannot all 
be Galiclans, for the Austro-Hungary 
Government would not permit that im~ 
mense number to emigrate at one time.’’ 

An Undesirable Lot, 

Chief Clerk Lederhilger of tho Immi- 
gration Bureau, who is an expert on tho 
question of immigration, said: “It is 
enough to make one faint, I have my 
doubt, however, about the accuracy of 
this despatch. The emigration from 
Galicia of 50,000 of its people would be a 
serious beginning of the depopulation of 
the place, It would mean about one-tenth 
of the population, and the Government 
would never permit that number to leave 
at one thine. I believe, however, the state- 
ment that 5,000 are on the sea or about 
to embark on steamers for this country. 
No matter what the number is, it is to 
be regretted that they are coming, for 
they are a most undesirable class of im- 
migrants,"”

Has Been Plowed Up. 


ome Winter-Killed Clover—The 


tlon of Cinadian Healt Trees 

















Toronto, May 10.—The following state 
monb has been iasued by the Ontario De 
partinent of Agriculture regarding tho 
condition of crops and liye stock, based 
upon roportsa recelyed from over 600 speo- 
Jal corrospondents during tho first weok 
of May, 1899; 

The weather in the winter and carly 
spring has been unfavorable to fall wheat 
It is practically n failure in some locall 
ties. A considerable portion of the area 
sown has becn ploughed up, “he reports 
from Algoma are moro favorable than 
those in older settled counties 

A largo part of the clover crop in the 
proyince has been winter-killod, because 
of scarcity of snow. The damage has been 
greatest in Lake Eric and Lake Ontario 
sections, Where the crop has surylyed the 
winter it Is healthy and flourishing, 

Winter rye has wintered well. 

In many localities the first of May saw 
vogetation woll advanced. Fruit trees 
and shrubs In the west were in leaf at an 
earlier date than usual, 

Tho spring seeding has been late, The 
prospocts are that a full area of spring 
grain will be sown, Oats will predomin- 
ate, 

















Condition of Fruit Trees, 

Reports as to the condition of fruit 
trees vary in different sections, and somo- 
times in the samo locality. In the peach- 
growing region, known as the Hassex dis- 
trict, many peaches have died during the 
winter, while in the Niagara district the 
loss reported 1s small, particularly near 
the lake shore, In the Lake Erie group 
some plums and pears haye also sustained 
injury during the winter, but, generally 
speaking, there has not been serious in- 
jury to fruit trees other than peaches. A 
majority of correspondents speak of an 
abundant bloom on orchard trees, and 
some fear that the, bloosoms are out so 
early that the late spring frosts may 
attack them. There are some references 
to black-knot on tlie plum, but the chief 
trouble complained of is the appearance 
in large numbers of the tent caterpillar. 
Seyeral correspondents express their con- 
fidence in spraying as a means of check- 
ing this and other insect and fungous 
pests. In the western part of the province 
a number of correspondents state that 
small fruits, particularly raspberries, 
haye suffered from the trying winter. 

Live Stock, 

As a rule live stock haye wintered well, 
and are in good condition, fodder being 
abundant, though some correspondents 
note a scarolty, espeolally in the east and 
on the Lake Erie frontier. Many of the 
cattle are reported rather thin in flesh, 
though healthy. The market for both 
horses and horned cattle is brisk and 
prices good. Horses have suffered in some 
places from influenza and distemper. 
Sheep have been remarkably prolific, and 
the young lambs are mostly strong and 
healthy, though in a few localities con- 
siderable losses haye taken place. The 
most serious disease affecting live stock 
has been an ailment described as crippl- 
ing or rheumatism, which has destroyed 
yery large numbers of pigs, especially tho 
younger animals, in almost every part of 
the proyince. The cause of this disorder 
is supposed by some to be overfeeding 
with grain during’the long confinement 
of the, winter months. 

. Surplus Hay. 


A considerable quantity of hay, beyond 
that necessary for home requirements, 
remains in the hands of farmers in most 
localities, the low prices preyailing bay- 
ing been insufficient to bring it to the 
market. In many places, however, the 
extra demands of the late spring have left 
them with little, if any, available surplus. 
Oats are much scarcer, and the remain- 
ing supply will mainly be required for 
stock feeding. A large proportion of the 
wheat harvest is yet retained by those 
who can afford to do so, in the hope of 
an increase in price, The great demand 
for cattle at good figures has resulted in 
the salo and shipment of an unusually 
large number of fat and store animals, so 
that there is almost a universal scarcity, 
especially of the former, some places be- 
ing left. with an insufficient supply for 
local slfughtering demands. Seyeral cor- 
respondents note that farmers are bogin- 
ning to realize that it is more profitable 
—at least when feed is selling at a low 
price—to fatten their own stock for mar- 
ket instead of solling them as store cattle. 
This tendency, of course, somewhat ro- 
duces the supply both of coarse grain and 
of stockers for export, Its permanency 
will naturally depend upon the relative 
prices of feed, and of fat as compared 
With lean cattle, ~

A Toronto despatch says: in the event 
of Mr, Justice Robertson being in the city 
to-day a member of the ‘firm cf Beatty, 
Blackstock, Nesbitt & Chadwick will ar- 
pear before him in Chambers and make a 
final appeal against the further postpone- 
ment of thechargo against W. H, II. Ponton. 
Mr. E, (juss Porter, who left for his home 
last night, placed the case in the hands of 
the Beatty firm, and its members will re- 
presont Ponton in the proceedings, at 
which Mr. Porter cannot be present, 

Tf the decision of the court is unfavor- 
able to Ponton, and an adjournment of 
the case is made, it is said that Mr. Porter 
will Appear at the opening of the Assizes, 
with his client and witnesses, and will again 
apply for a speedy trial or the withdrawal 
of the charge. ‘The case will, however, in 
all likelihood be traversed to the fall ‘sit. 
tinga of the court. If the expected post- 
ponement does occur, it is probable that 
the venue will be changed to Kingston.

CALLS IT PERSECUTION. 


The Toronto Star Indignant at the 
Treatment Ponton Has Received. 


Toronto Star: The decision of the At- 
torney-General’s Department not to pro- 
ceed with the Ponton trial is an acknow- 
ledgment of the fact that it relies upon the 
evidence of two jail birds to convict a 
young man of excellent character and good 
tecord, and that the stupidity or careless- 
negs of the authorities who left two expert 
cracksmen in 4 rickety jail will be utilized 
to keepa charge hanging over the head of 
Ponton, whi has been held ander suspicion 
for nearly two years, but whom the law 
holds innocent until he is proven guilty. 

The Attorney-General’s Department has 
acten strangely in the matter all along, and 
is meeting with general criticism. The 
treatment Ponton has met with is very 
like persecution, and the Crown is charged 
with a desire rather to convict hin than to 
see justice done, 

Ponton’s hope seems to lie with the 
wo,and, if the case-can be got onthe 
assize list, a refusal by the judge to post 
pone it would prove most popular, and 
would be a much-needed rebuke to the 
Crown. 


The Crooks’ Evidence. 


The editor of the Law Journal makes an 
argument for the admission of evidence 
given not at preliminary investigations but 
at the first trial, in the event, of a second 
becoming necessary.

BRI TAIN’S COAL SUPPLY 








Will Have o Great Effect on Her Fature 
in the Noxt 50 Years. 


London, May 11.—Mr. Forater Brown, 
president of the Mining Association of 
Great Britain, has just delivered a lecture 
on the available sources of the coal supply 
of Great Britain, and’ its bearing upon 
the future prosperity of the country. He 
sald the best of the coal resources, ata 
moderate depth of 2,000 feet, and of the 
best quality, cheaply worked, would last 
about 50 years; but there ywyould still 
remain unexhausted the best seams at 
great depth and seams at shallow depths 
suflicient to maintain a supply of coal of 
250,000,000 tons 4 year, for 250 years. 

The statesmanlike course to meet the 
Jncreased cost of coal due to natural 
esuses such 43 depth, tempergture and sq 
forth, would be for the Goyernment tg 
sequire the internal means of communi- 
cation, such 9s railways and canals, and 
pay off all the municipal] loans for water, 
lighting, sanitation and other public 
purposes, thus proyjding fora continua- 
tion of the prosperity of the country till 
the conl was absolutely exhausted. If 
some such action was not adopted wa 
should begin to feol the pressure of cir- 
cumstances and gradually disappear as a 
wealthy nytion soon after 50 years, 


YOUNG CHINESE EMPEROR 





Is in a Sad Stute-He Is Now Kept in 
Close Confinement, 


Shanghai, May 11.—The former Secre- 
tary of the Tsung Li Yamen (Chinese 
Foreign Office), who has just arrived here 
from Pekin, reports that affairs in the 
capital are in a deplorable state. The 
Empress Dowager, who, no one doubts, 
is but awaiting her opportunity to pro- 
claim a new Emperor, treats her nephew 
and foster son, Kuang H’'su, with great 
cruelty. The Emperor is kept in close 
confinement, with insufficient clothing 
and not food enough properly to sustain 
life. 

The ex-Secretary pleads for foreign 
Support of the reform moyement, devotion 
to which has caused the Emperor's prac- 
tical dethronement. 


Laws of Church and Realm, 


London, May 11.—'’he House of Com- 
mons yesterday, by a vote of 310 to 156, 
defeated the second reading of the church 
discipline bill. Subsequently the House 
adopted, without division, a Government 
amendment to the bill to the effect that 
unless the efforts which the archbishops 
and bishops are now making to secure 
due obedience by the clergy are not 
speedily effectual, further legislation will 
be required in order to maintain observ- 
ance of the existing lays of the church 
and realm, 





Princess Christian Presided. 


London, May 11.—Princess Christian,

Astonishing Confessions ef Innocent Mon 
—Inatances Whore After Events Proved 
the Statements of the Self-Condemmed 
Falso—The Wonderful Ouse of Stephon 
Colvin—The Con

That o man on tho rack, With every 
nerve quivering, with every norye drawn 
to its utmost toniton, with the pain in- 
creasing in intensity and ylolence, should 
confess himself the perpetrator of crime 
is natural enough, The prospect of relief 
from actual pain is a temptation that 
blinds the sufferer to the future. But it 
tmaay seem strange, and 18 indeed one of 
the most inexplicable things in human 
history, that men have been induced by 
religious exhortations and other means of 
persuasion to sign thelr own death war- 
rants by confossing crimes actually never 
committed. Such in England wus the case 
of John Pe executed near Campden 
in 1661, with his mother and brother, for 
murdering William Harrison, steward for 
Lady Campden. The testimony against 
them was chiefly the confession of John 
Perry himself, but, to the astonishment 
of all, Harrison, who had been kidnapped 
and carried off, returned two years after 
the execution. 

Tn 18123 & man named Russell Colyin, 
living at Blanchester, Vt., disappeared, 
and suspicions of foul play were enter- 
tained, Public opinion attributed his 
murder to Stephen and Jesso Boorn. 
Still, as there was no definite ground on 
which to arrest them, the excitement 
gradually drew away. In 1819, however, 
4 Mr, Boorn dreamed that he had been 
murdered by two men, whom he fixed 
upon as his nephews, Stephen and Jesse, 
The ghost of the murdered man even 
specified the place of the murder, and the 
old cellar hole where the mangled body 
had been thrust. Here a nite and but- 
tons were found, which were identified as 
belonging to Colvin. On this the men 
were arrested. Stephen and Colvin had 
quarrelled just before the disappearance 
of the latter, and Stephen had been seen 
to strike him with aclub’and knock him 
down, 

In a short time Jesse confessed that he 
and Stephen, with their father, gfter 
Stephen knocked him down, had carried 
him to the old cellar and cut his throat 
with a jackknife. He further stated that 
the next year they made away with most 
of the bones of their Victim. Stephen, 
after a time, admitted tho truth of Jesse's 
confession. On this they were convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged on the 28th 
of January, 1820. They applied for com- 
mutation of the sentence, and, as some 
believed their innocence, advertisements 
were inserted in various papers for Col-

Accordingly, the public sitting of the 
united court bas been fixed to begin May 
20. It is a coincidence that the same day 
has been fixed for tho trial of MM. De- 
roulede and Habert, who will thus prob 
ably bo deprived of whatever chance 
remained for them to pose sensationally 
as the heroos of the attempted coup d'etat 
on the day of President Fauro's funeral, 
The proceedings of the Court of Cassation 
are likely to swamp thelr little show. 

For Picquurt's, Liberation, 

A large and enthusiastic meeting was 
held last night in Grand Orient Hall ta 
demand the release of Col. Piequart from 
the Cherche Midi military prison. So 
great was tho crowd that the hall was 
filled to its utmost capacity, and an 
overflow meeting, attended by thousands, 
yas hold in the courtyard. Among the 
speakers were Prof, Brisson of the Sor- 
bonne and M,3 de Pressenso, editor of 
The Temps. 

Resolutions were unanimously adopted 
calling on tae Goyernment to immediate- 
ly liberate Picquart, who was declared to 
be the victim of his love of truth and of 
a conspiracy among the high army 
officials.

Upon departing from the meeting M. 
de Pressense sought to pass through quiet 
streets to ayold the anti-Dreyfusites, who, 
of course, object to any movement look- 
ing to the release of Col. Picquart. The 
police, however, compelled M. de Pres- 
sense to walk along a crowded thorough- 
fare, where, as soon as he was recognized, 
he was attacked by a gang of ruffians 
He took refuge in a cab, which was pur- 
sued by the yelling mob, who struck the 
sides and back of the cab with sticks. 
The cab driver struck right and left 
among the gang with his whip, and fin- 
ally outdistanced the pursuers, saving 
M, de Pressense from serious injury.

NIAGARA FALLS POWER. 


The New Agreement Between the Gov- 
ernment aud the Canadian Niagara 
Power Company. 


Toronto, May 12.—It is understood an 
agreement between the Niagara Falls 
park commissioners and the Canadian 
Niagara Power Company has been pre- 
pared, whereby the company agrees to 
forego its monopoly, and that it has been 
practically sanctioned by the Goyernment. 

The agreement provides that the com- 
pany shall pay a minimum rental of 
$15,000 a year, which shall entitle them 
to develop 10,000 horse-power, every 
horse-power aboye tbat quantity and 
under 20,000 horse-power to be charged 
$1 per horse-power, between 20,000 and 
30,000, 75¢; above 80,000, 50c. . A clause 
of the agreement prevents the .commis- 
sioners from granting an agreement to 
any other concern on more favorable 
terms. 

Under the old agreement they were 
obliged to pay $25,000 rental, and in- 
creasing up to $80,000 a year, according 
to the amount of vower used. 

The Canadian Power Company is also 
negotiating for an agreement, and it is 
said the details are all settled except as 
to rates the Goyernment desires to charge. 
It is understood this company claims 
that the Goyernment’s charges are exces- 
sive and that capital cannot be induced 
to go into the business unless more fayor- 
able terms are obtained.

The witness was Hon. James W. Lee of 
Pittsburg, attorney for several pipe line 


Senator of Pennsylvania. Mr. Leo's testi- 
jnony Was directed especially against the 
Standard Oil Company. Speaking of the 
offect of trusts upon tho consumer, Mr. 
Leo said the tendency was to increase 
prices until they became extortionate. 
‘Trusts were organized to secure o mon- 
opoly, and when this was secured by 
closing up rival establishments, thes were 
in position to fix, prices. which wero, 
nccording to his observation, generally 
increased in order to pormit dividends on 
watered stock. This had been emiuently 
true of the Standard O11 Company. ; 
A Case tn Point. 














As an illuairation, he asid that whon 
the Pure Oll Company, in which the 
Witness was interested, went Into the 


field in New York in 1896, they found 
the Standard selling oll nat 944 contan 
gallon. The price was almoat iain di- 


ately reduced to 544 cents, and has re- 


mained there since, the object being to 
drive out the rival. The first price was 
inordinately high, but. the latter was 


ruinously low, and while the independent 
company had met the reduction, it bad 
done so at a loss. He thought the com- 
petition had resulted in a saving7of fully 





from destruction.

Mr. Lee expressed the opinion that the 
Standard Company was still getting 
rebates from tbe railroad companies, 
despite the law, and he thought thia was 
accomplished by paylng exorbitant prices 
for lubricating oil. 

Absorbed 100 Companion. 

He stated that the Standard Company 
bad within the past 20 years absorbed 
about 100 companies, but five companics 
with which he was connected had refused 
to sell at an advance of 12 per cent in 
cost when they were about to be closed 
out by the sheriff, This refusal had been 
dictated largely by sentiment. Noyy, 
however, independent companies were 
doing a profitable business. He knew of 
several refinerles which had been pur- 
chased at high prices by the Standard 
Company, and then had been shut down. 
He had also heard that men had received 
a bonus t remain jale, but he bad no 
personal information on this subject. 

Mr. Lee said the Standard Oil Com- 
pany had made an effort to prevent the 
extension of the business of the independ- 
ent companies to foreign markets by 
buying-up the tankage at given points 
and by selling at lower prices than pre- 
yail even in the United States. Still the 
independent companies were able to com- 
pete abroad largely because in Great 
Britain and Germany, and in some other 
countries, competition was preserved to a 
greater extent than in the United States. 
In Germany no one wa3 allowed to do 
business at a loss ‘he profits ade 
abroad were what enabled the independ- 
ent companies to continue in existence, 
as the business in this country alone was 
unprofitable. a 

Effect on the Oil Business, 


Mr. Lee's testimony at the afternoon 
session was devoted to the effect on th» 
oil business. He said the aii of the trust 
was to get a complete monopoly of busi- 
ness, fixing the price as it may please 
and leaving little or no profit to the pro- 
ducer. In illustration, he said the Stand- 
ard Oil Company had maintained the 
price paid for crude oil at 65 cents per 
barrel for a year; that for ten years pre- 
vious to 1895 the price paid had averaged 
only 80 cents per barrel, whereas the 
average cost of projuction was not less 
than $1. 

Gouerul Effect Bad for Labor. 

“Mr, Lee was quite confident that the 
general effect of trusts was injurious to 
labor. ‘The effect was to deprive laborers 
of competition, of chances for employ- 
ment when thrown out of work, and to 
make them subservlenj and poorer ejti- 
zens. As a means of prevention of trusts, 
Mr. Lee suggested a law making destruc- 
tive competition a criminal offence, He 
thought the fear of imprisonment would 
intimidate some of them. Nothing had 
done so much as destructive competition 
to prevent progress and fairness. He 
would also suggest that the capital of all 
corporations, 
quasi-public nature, should be limited to 
$1,000,000.. He thought that something 
of this kind was necessary, and that if a 
remedy was not found the country would 
be ruined by combinations of capital 
detrimental to the public interests. Under 
the conditions personal ambition was 
stifled, and many men were being kept 


of the combinations.

ance which Mr. Gladstono loft the party 
before his ashes aro cold,’’ The Liberals 
have taken up the oudgels in behalf of 
Lord Rosebery and talk to Harcourt vory 
straight, ‘he Speaker oalls his interpro- 
tation of Lord Rosebery's words ‘ta most 
absurd and malicious falsification of his 
meaning, and the worst oxample in re- 
cent years of downright misrepresenta- 
tion,” The British Weekly says: ‘Har- 
court's attaek \yas grossly unjust and 
slandorous, and only to be accounted for 
by a rancor of hatred amounting almost 
to madness.’” 5 

Other mouthpieces of the Liberal party 
insist that Lord Rosebery, in urging o 
return to the Liborallsm of 1886, did not 
mean a change of program, but a return 
to the party discipline and cohesion that 
existed in the halcyon days of Liberalism. 

Harcourt Will Speak, 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt yesterday 
announced that he will speak to his con- 
stituonts on May 24, His utterances are 
awaited with the keenest interest, and 
another speech in his best fighting style 
is expected, Meanwhile the Conservative 
press interprets Rosebery as Harcourt 
does, and in some quarters the opinion is 
expressed that Rosebery’s utterances are 
nothing less than a direct bid for Mr, 
Joseph Chamberlain and a prelude to 
Rosebery identifying himself with the 
Liberal- Unionists. 

Tho Sun says that Lord Rosobery’s 
abandonment and his explicit acceptance 
of the Liberal-Unionist program might, 
in the event of a Conservative victory at 
the next elections, possibly be marked by 
the offer and his acceptance of Cabinet 
rank.

Shanghai, May 15.—The ‘Tsung Li Ya- 
men (Chinese Foreign Office) has replied 
to the Russian Minister at Pekin, M. de 
Giers, that the Government is unable to 
accede to the Russian demand, made 
last Wednesday, for a new railway con- 
cossion, connecting Pekin with Russla’s 
present system in Manchuria, Not since 
the taking of Port Arthur by Russia 
haye the Chinese been so agitated as over 
this demand. ‘The concession asked for 
would ruin tho existing northern rail- 
ways, in which British capital to tho 
ammount of £2,000,000 is inyolved; but 
there seems to be no alternative route 
without Interfering with plans for rail- 
way extonsion which the Chinese haye 
in mind, 


Is This Britain's Schomo ? 


London, May 16.—'Lwelve million dol- 
lars is the sum paid annually in Great 
Britain for cablegrams to British colonies 
and America, There 1s a scheme to con- 
neot all existing land lines, by whioh it 
is thoughfi this outlay could be reduced 
75 per cent.

He was not prepared to hold that under 
no circumstances should they establish 
mint in Canada, but, whatever they 
might do in the future, it would not be 
well to take that step at present. It 
would necessitate the enlargement of our 
metallic currency, und perhaps there was 
no department of our public affains 
against the disturbance of which they 
should more strenuously guard them- 
selves than that of the alteration of our 
currency system. Our currency was, 
practically, a gold currenoy, and he was 
afraid Mr, MeInnes' proposition would 
bring about some financial disturbances 
which would not be to the advantage of 
Canada, Mr. McInnes had said there 
would be a profit on minting silver and 
copper, but he had very properly pointed 
out that there would be no profit on 
gold coining, If we could absorb an un- 
limited amount’ of silver and copper coin- 
age, we might make much money in 
minting silver and copper coinage, but 
there was a limit to the amount of silver 
and copper coinage that the country 
could take; but if they exceeded tho 
amount the country could take, the coin- 
age would be depreciated. It was only by 
keeping within that necessary limit that 
we kept our silver and copper coinage 
from doteriorating. If they adopted Mr. 
McInnes’ principle they would lose a 
very considerable amount per annum if 
We attempted to run a mint of our own, 
and the net result would be that, instead 
of enjoying a handsome profit, the Gov- 
ernment would haye a loss, Under his 


system they would pay much more than 
by the present system, because Canada 
could not absorb a sufficient amount of 
that coinage to keep the mint in opera- 
tion for more than one month out of the 
twelve, They did not need a gold coin- 
age in Canada to any considerable e:- 
tent. Except from a sentimental point 
of view, it was unnecessary that they 
should mint gold. Gold would displace 
the note currency, which was practically 
4 loan from the public to the Dominion 
of Canada, without interest. They would, 
therefore, lose in the minting: they 
Would haye a more expensive mode of 
manufacturing coins than at present, and 
they would displace our present currency, 
and be obliged to go on the market and 
borrow mone y, Which, under the present 
system. the public were disposed to give 
to the Government to-day without in- 
terest. The people of Canada did not 
Want gold; the note system was a much 
more convenient form of currency. 
The Debate Continued. 

The debate was continued by Messrs, 
Casey (West Hlgin), Henderson (Halton), 
Clarke Wallace (West York), Osler (West 
Toronto), Oliver (Alberta), Carscallen 
(North Hastings), ond Wilis (St. John 
City, N.B.). 

The debate was then adjourned,

SENATOR BOULTON IS DEAD, 





Sketch of the Interesting Career of 
Canadian Military Man. 


Russell, May 16.—A despatch dated 
May 15, says; Senator Boulton died this 
morning at 1 o’clock of congestion of the 
lungs, brought on by a drive from Elk- 
horn in the late snow storm. He was ill 
eight days. Tho funeral will likely be on 
Wednesday. 

Brief Biography. 


Lieut.-Colonel Hon. Charles Arkoll Boul- 
ton was the son of Lieut.Colonel D'Arcy 
Boulton of Cobourg, Ontarlo, and was born 
In that town Sept. 17, 1841. He was edu- 
ented at Upper Canada College. In 1858 
he was gazetted ensign In H, M. 100th 
Regiment (Royal Canadlans); was promoted 
to Heutenant In 1861,-and, after serving in 
Varlous parts of the world, retited from the 
army In 1808. In the same year he was op- 
pointed major of the 46th Battalion, V.M., 
ond soon afterwards went to Red Riyer, 
now Manitoba. At the outbreak of the 
rebellian under Riel In 1870 he took 
ive vart on the side loyal with the

PALM VARIETIES OF CUBA.

The royal palm consists of a tall, straight 
trunk of a yery fibrous nature and sup- 
ports acluster of pinnated leaves like a 
bunch of plumes on a long stick. 
leaves are largo and leathery. Those lenyes 
continue to grow from the center to a 
When the leaves cannot 
grow any more, they drop to the ground 
from the bottom of the cluster, thus mak- 
ing room for the now ones which are al- 
Ways coming outof the center, 
yields in the proper season yellow flowers 
‘The fruit cannot be eaten, 

The stem of tho long leaves is peculiar. 
It is semicircular and embraces the trunk 
of the tree and holds the leaf in place un- 
til it withers and drops to the ground. 
resembles a thin board and is often of 
great size, and it hus a number of uses, 
The trunk of the tree is without any bark, 
and its center Is very porous, increasing in 
density toward the outer surface, 
the hurd outer shell of the trunk canes aro 
made, The bud or root of the center spire, 
from which the leaves grow, consists of a 
tender substance buried deep down within 
the cluster of the green leaves and forins a 
very palatable food either in the raw state 
or cooked as a vegetable.

Expressed Regrets to Kruger. 

The British agent and charge d'affaires, 
Mr. Conynghan Green, had an interview 
with President Kruger yesterday after- 
noon and expressed regret that men who 
had worn the Queen's uniform should be 
concerned in such 4 movement. 

President Kruger replied that he would 
not belleve the prisoners were British 
officers until it had been proved, adding 
that he hoped the affair would not inter- 
fere with the proposed meeting between 
himself and Sir Alfred Milner, Governor 
of Cape Colony and British high commis- 
sioner for South Africa, 

Charged With Conspiracy. 

Cape Town, May 17.—According to 
adyices from Pretoria, the charge against 
the prisoners is that while staying in the 
Rand privately, they were really engaged 
in enlisting men for the purposes of re- 
bellion, when they were ready to give the 
signal. It is said that the enlistment 
roster included 2,000 men, and that a 
number of tncriminating doouments were 
found at the time the arrests were made. 

A Sensation Certain, — 

London, May 17.—The advices from 
Johannesburg are also probably connect- 
ed with a mysterious despatch received at 
Johannesburg from Pretoria on May 12, 
saying a speelal train, fully equipped 
with Boer artillerymen, guns and a 
searchlight apparatus, was being held in 
readiness at the capital of the Transvaal. 
The statement was then declared to be 
without signifieance, but "yesterday's 
news throws a more serious light on the 
movement, and it is certain there will be 
a great sensation in London when the 
news of the arrests becomes generally 
known. 

The Standard and Diggers’ News, the 
Boor organ in London, has a despatch 
from Pretoria, which says that warrants 
were issued on Tuesday eyening by the 
State Attorney and were executed at 
midnight. 

Mr. Ohamberlain Interviewed, 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Seoretary of 
State for the Colonies, who was inter- 
yiewed in the lobby of the House of Com- 
mons last evening, said he had heard 
nothing officially regarding the arrests in 
the Transvaal, and did not think that too 
serious signiflcance ought to be attached 
to them. No information had reached 
him from South Africa, he asserted, that 
could lead him in any way to antioipate 
or explain the arrests. 

The news caused considerable excite- 
ment among the members of the House, 
but little dispesition was manifested to 
credit. the rumors of a rebellious con- 
spiracy. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Hillis 
Jones Griffith, Liberal member for An- 
glesey, as to whether the Goyernnient lad 
received any information regarding the 
arrests, Mr. Chamberlain said he had 
seon the press despatches, but that no 
official information was at hand. 

Rhodes Knows Nothing of It. 

Mr. Ceoil Rhodes, the former Premier 
of Cape Colony, and resident director in 
South Africa of tho British Chartered 
South Africa Company, who was recently 
elected president of the South Africa 
League, informs the Associated Press 
that ho has heard nothing regarding the 
arrests made at Johannesburg, and that 
ho knows nothing about the reason for 
which they were made. 

Comments of the Papers. 


All the morning papers devote thelr 
prinolpal editorials to the arrests in the 
Transvaal, counselling postponement 
of conclusions until the facts of the caso 
are ascortained, and declining to believe 
that English officers or subjects hayo been 
guilty of what The Standard terms ‘‘such 
treasonable folly.’” 

The Daily Mail says: “The conditions 
aro that of a boiler with furnaces at full 
blast and safety valves screwed down. No 
conspiracy oan flourish while froodomn 
exists, and the Kruger polioy will ineyit- 
ably produce resistance,” 

Tho ‘Times, which repudiates the idea 
that the prisoners are of welght among 
the British Uitlanders, or represent im- 
portant interests of any kind at Johan- 
nesburg, suggests that President Kruger 
has been imposed upon by his own deteo- 
tivos.

Dr. Farley identified the remains, and 
said the cause of death was old age. He 
thought Lindsay was about 85 years of 
age. 

Turnkey Marsh deposed that Lindsay 
had kept to his bed most of the time. He 
was not released when his sentence expir- 
ed, on account of his feeble health. 

A, Qulbertson, Michael Brennan, pris- 
oners, testified that they heard the deceased 
complain of the jail food, Tt was changed to 
please him, but he was too weak to eat it. 

Mr. John Cornell, of Thurlow, a son-in- 
law of the deceased, testified that Lindsay 
had lived with him last winter, and was ill 
tho greater portion of the time. In April 
deceased went to Shannonville, and from 
there was brought to jail. He was quite 
willing to keep the old man, but he would 
nyt stay. Lindsay had two sons and other 
relatives living in this vicinity. 

Mrs. Cornell, Lindsay’s daughter, cor- 
roborated her husband's testimony. 

The jury brought in the following ver- 
dict : 

That the deceased, George Lindsay, died 
from old age and no other cause. That in 
this particular case the deceased had rela-

Canada General Service Modal.

Washington, May 18,—As the rasult‘of 
# conference at the Foreign Office in 
London, between Lord Salisbury, Sir 
Julian Pauncefote and Ambassador 
Choate, it can now be predicted that the 
high joint commission to adjust issues 
between the United States and Canada 
will be re-gssembled during the coming 
summer or early fall. This outcome is

Her Majesty Queen Victoria at the Vie- 
toria and Albert Museum. © 
noudon, py 18.—Queen Victoria laid 
the foundation-stone of the Victoria and 
Albert Musenm yesterday. She drove 
through the ‘streets lined with troops 
from Buckingaam Palace, the royal car- 
riage being escorted by a detachment of 
the Life Guards, Her Majesty was accom- 
panied by several princes and princesses, 
and other royal personages met her at the 
museum, where a raised dais was reserved 
for them, ‘Lhe ambi dors, members of 
the Cabinet and the leading state officials 
occupied a payilion at the site of the 
museum, 

Crows of people gatbered along the 
route from carly morning, and an enorm- 
ous pumber had gathered at the time the 
Queen started from the palace at 4.15 
p.m, The houses along the route were 
decorated, and there were strings of flags 
ucross the roads. ‘I'he sun shone brightly. 
A gaily-dressed assemblage witnessed tho 
ceremony, Which the Queen performed 
without leaving her carriage, and amid 
much enthusiasm. Her Majesty after- 
wards took the train to Windsor. 

A Miniature Jubilee. 

The ceremonies resembled a miniature 
jubilee. Inside the museum the scone 
recalled the spectacle at St. Peter's Cathe- 
dral upon the occasion of tho Jubileo, 
The Murquis of Salisbury, Lord Rose- 
bery, all the Cabinet Ministers and the 
diplomatic corps were present, nearly all 
of them wearing brilliant uniforms. The

CAPTURE OF SAN ISIDRO. 


Gon. Lawton In Possession at the Second 
Rebel Capital Waa Only 
Slight Resistance, 


Manila, May 18.—General Lawton’s 
adyance guard, under Col. Summers of 
the Oregon troops, took San Isidro, the 
second insurgent capital, at 8.80 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 

Col. Summers’ command, consisting of 
the 22nd Infantry on the left, the Minne- 
sota Regiment in the center and the 
Oregon and North Dakota Regiments on 
the right, preceded by scouts and accom- 
panied by Soott’s battery and artillery, 
adyanced from Balurte at daylight. The 
troops first encountered the enemy two 
injles from San Isidro, the rebels retiring 
when our artillery opened fire. Just out- 
side the town a rebel force, estimated to 
number 2,000 men, was entrenched. It 
made a slight resistance, but evacuated 
its position when the American troops 
turned its right flank. 

The enemy's loss was 16 men killed 
and 20 wounded. Our troops also cap- 
tured three prisoners ‘and many rifles. 
On the American side, one soldier of the 
Oregon Regiment and one of the Minne- 
sota Regiment were wounded, 

After capturing the town Col. Sum- 
mers’ troops continued their advance, 
pursuing the retreating rebels for several 
miles. .

Tho Kingston Whig thus relates 
further adventures of McPherson ; 

On Monday morning of last week cight 
strangers called on the secretary of the Y. 
M. ©, A, asking for ossistanco. Ono of 
them, McPherson by name, told such o 
straightforward and plausible story that 
Mr. Mallagh took co passion on the man, 
and gave him’a few days’ work. MePher- 
son said he was mechanic belonging to 
‘Traro, N.S, where he had a wife and two 
children. Ife was induced to go to the 
Crow's Nest Pass to work onthe railway, 
being promised a free trip there and return, 
and 32.50 per day while thore. His first 
month's wages were retained to pay for his 
passage out ard che second inonth’s to pay 
for h's ceturn fare, ‘Those who have read 
the papers know what hardships these meu 
were obliged to undergo while employed on 
the railway. It will be remembered that 
a commission was appointed to report on 
the matter. McPherson claimed that he 
haito make his way back as best he 
could. 

Mr. Mallagh gave the man a few days’ 
work, induced him to tidy himself uf, fur- 
nished him with « clean shirt, and boarded 
him in his own home. Knowing the man’s 
anxiety to return to his family, the ener- 
getic secretary secured him employment 
at Tweed for the whole of this week at 
$1.25 per day. Atthe end of the week 
McPherson was to take chargo of a carload 
of dynamite to be shipped from [weed 
direct to Truro, N. S. F\r this latter 
duty ho was also to receive a wage of $1.20 
aday. One of the requisite conditions of 
securing this work was to the effect that 
the man wust be a total abstainer from 
intoxicants of any kind. When questioned 
McPherson stated that he was a total 
abstainer. 


On Saturday Mr. Mallagh gave the man 
fifty cents to get a shave, hair cut, etc. 
These were obtained; and a few hours later 
McPherson returned to the Y.M,O,A. 
drunk. He had not spent the money in 
whiskey, for he had twenty-five cents left. 
He had been treated, he said, by a number 
of fellows he met down street. Of course 
Mr. Mallagh was in honor bound to cancel 
the engagement by which the man would 
haye worked his way home. McPherson 
left the Y.M.C.A., and has not since been 
seen. 


When the secretary went to such pains 
to assist the man, it is regrettable and dis- 
appointing to see his plans frustrated. Me- 
Pherson is a well-meaning honest fellow, 
but his love for the flowing bowl is his 
great failing.

The Scilly Islands. 

A letter written by 4 New York artist 
whois painting there gives an enthusiastic 
deseripiton of the Seilly islands, which 
have so far been comparatively unknown 
an tourists. Eyen the English 
have been slow in realizing the charm of 
the islands so near thelr own shores, but 
it seems that this spring many artists 
have gone to ‘daffodil land,’ and the 
winter exhibitions will probably be flood- 
ed with pictures of the islands.

February and March 
are the height of their blossoming time, 
and to quote the artist’s letter: 

“The whole land is a blazing sea of bril- 
liant yellow daffodils surging up upon 
gray rocks and falling back in foam bursts 
of white narcissus, Eyen the tulip flelds 
in Holland don't give such gorgeous effects 
of color. You should stand on one of the 
little hills heke and look across the sunlit 
fields if you want to gee the loveliest 
things in the world. Yot sometimes I 
think the flower drifted land is more 
beautiful under moonlight than in the 
daylight, and daytime or nighttime the 
air is scented as though it blew straight 
from Araby the blest.’” 








Sugar as Food. 

In an interesting paper recently pub- 
lished on the yalue of sugar asa food, as 
compared with fat, Mc Auguste Chauyeau 
maintains that 1t@nutritive value is con- 
siderably higher than that deduced from 
its heat of combustion, and that the cal- 
culation that 0.756 pound of the former is 
equal to one pound of the latter is in many 
cases exceeded. Tho increase in relative 
nutritive yalue is due largely to the f ct 
that sugar promotes assimilation of i.e 
proteids and reduces dissimilation, and 
the yalue of a food must necessarily de- 
pend not only upon the energy it is capa- 
ble of supplying, but also on the indirect 
influence that it is capable of exerting in 
the renewal.and formation of animal tis- 
sue. From whateyer point of view the 
matter is regarded the superlority of sug- 
ar over fat as a food, whether for men at 
rest or at work, is very distinct

NEW ARCTIC EXPEDITIONS. 





Fronchman Seeking the Polo—Three 
Parties te Study the Aurora. 


Two expeditions are already at work 
exploring in the Antarotic region, and 
two more are soon to follow—one under 
German auspices and the other sent by 
the Royal Geographical Soolety of Eng- 
land, says The New York Tribune, At 
least two parties spent last winter inside 
the Arctio circle. If Peary pa good aa 
after going up the western const Oo! 
Geeniend the Rated at Sherard Osborn 
Flord, on the northern const, eight do- 
grees or less from the pole and about 65 
degrees of longitude west from Greon- 
wich. Four more expeditions are now 
practically determined upon for this 
season. Captain Bernier, o Frenchman, 
‘plans to embark in a strong steam 
whaler and push up te the northward of 
Franz Josef Land to a winter camp in 
Potermann Land, He will stay, if he 
carries out his present programme, about 
60 degrees east of Greenwich, or nearly 
one-third of the way around the 89nd 
parallel of latitude from Peary’s camp, 
and a few miles—hardly a degree—fur- 
-ther north. At the earliest Bernier would 
not attempt to reach tbe pole itself be- 
fore the summer of 1900. Of course, he 
will take to his base of operations in 
Potermann Land an ample supply of 
food, clothing, sledges and reindeor, His 
plan is to make the last stage of his 
journey on the 100,

Mine Have Keon Found, 


A natural soap mine and paint mino 
are two of the latest mineral discoveries 
in the northwest. Several soda lakes have 
been found in the foothills near Ashcroft, 
B.C. Their bottoms and shores are en- 
crusted with a natural washing com- 
pound, containing borax and soda. No 
tio analyses agree exactly as to the com- 
position of the material. A New York 
analysis gives 26 per cent. borax, while a 
Montreal chemist, from the same sample, 
gives 16 per cent. borax. Tests prove the 


substance to be equal to the washing 
powders in common use for cleaning pur- 


poses. 
Trials by blacksmiths and farm work- 
men show that it will remove grease and 
dirt quicker than soap, After many such 
tests a syndicate of British Columbia 
men has been formed to put the product 
on the market.

At present it is 
immaterial whether it is Chateauguay or 
Laprairie, or anywhere else, because the 
Indians have no right tq yote. 

“The parish of Lacollo, togotber with 
the islands situated in the River Riche- 
lieu, opposite thereto, is transforred 
from the electoral district of Mississquol 
to the stectoral district of St. Jean and 
Iberville. The parish of Lacolle, for all 
purposes, municipal and judicial, belongs 
to the County of St John, and ought to 
belong to it. 

“The parishes of Notre Dame do Stan- 
bridge and Ste. Anges de Stanbridge, 
together with the island situated in the 
River Richelieu, opposite thereto, are 
transferred from the clectaral district of 
St. John ond Iberville to the clectoral 
distriot of Mississquo}. v 

“Tho parish of Sb. Pio is transferred 
from tho electoral district of Rouville to 
the electoral district of Bagot. 

"The parish of St. Marcel is transferred 
from the electoral district of Bagot to the 
electoral district of Richelicu. 

“The parish of St. Eugene de Gran- 
tham, now in the electoral district of 
Bagot, is transferred to the electoral dis- 
trict of Drummond and Arthabasca, It 
belongs to Drummond County for all 
purposes judicial, municipal and other 
wiso. 

“The parishes of St. Nazaire and St. 

Christine as’ municipally constituted shall 
be included in the electoral district of 
Bagot, and that electoral district as, 
reconstituted shall consist of the town 
of Acton, the village of Upton, and the 
parishes of St, Andre d’Acton,St. Ephraim 
d’Upton, St. Helene, St. Hughes, St. 
Liboire, 8t. Pie, Ste. Rosalie, St. Simon, 
St. Theodore d’Acton, St. Dominique, 
Sb. Nazaire and St. Christine, 
Q‘'The parishes of St. Guillaume 
d'Upton and St. Bonaventure d’Upton 
are transferred from the electoral district 
of Drummond and Arthabasca to. the 
electoral district of Yamaska. That is 
done for all purposes, except for Federal 
electoral purposes. They belong to the 
County of Yamaska, 

“The parishes of St. Eulalie and St, 
Bamuel shall be in and form part of the 
electoral district of Nicolet. All that part 
of tho township of Stanfold, too, with the 
12 lots in the three first ranges of the 
said township which formed part of the 
parish of Notre Dame de Lourde, are 
transferred from the electoral district of 
Drummond and Arthabasca to the elec- 
toral district of Megantic, All this for 
the same reason. 

Prince Edward Island, 

“Now, coming to the Province of 
Prince Edward Island, sub-section 6 of 
section 2 of chapter 1] of the statutes of 
1892, which refers to P.E.1L, is repealed 
and the following substituted so as to 
provide there, as elsewhere, county lines, 

“In the Province of P.B.I. there shall 
be three eicctoral districts, designated as 
(follows: 

“The electoral district of Prince, which 


shall consist of the County of Prince, 
and shall re‘ arn two members. 

“The electoral district of Queen's, 
Which shall consist of the County of 
Qneen’s, and shall return two members, 

“The electoral district of King’s, which 
consists of the County of King’s, and 
shall return one member. 

Little Change in New Brunswick. 

“With regard to the Province of New 
Brunswick, no changes are contemplated, 
with the exception of the City of St. 
John, which, as everybody knows, is in 
a peculiar condition, An elector in the 
City of St. John has two votes. He votes 
first for the City of St. John, and then 
he votes for a member for the City and 
County of St. John. It Is proposed to do 
away with this anomaly and to have two 
electoral districts, one for the City of St. 
Jobn and one for the County of St, 
John.

For instance, the foremen are paid $1.60 
yer day and the men $1, from which is 

educted from two to three cents for insur- 
ance, making thoir pay only 97 cents per 
day. ‘They are often compelled to work 
from 15 to 17 hours per day, and no over- 
time allowed. They complain that one of 
their foremen was dismissed because he 
would not admit that he was satisfied with 
his position and salary. They contrast 
their pay with that given by the O. P. R. 
for a similar class of labor, to the disad- 
vantage of the Grand Trunk. The O.P.R, 
for a ten-hours’ day pays the foremen 
$1.75 and the men $1.25, The men say 
that while the O, P. R. has raised the 
trackmen’s pay when times were good, the 
Grand Trunk never gave them any in- 
crease in good times, while on Thanksgiy- 
ing day, Christmas and other holidays the 
Company laid them off'and deducted their 
pay. 

The men have been appearing before Mr. 
McGuigan to air their grieva ces, but com- 
plain that all they got in that quarter was 
a “little taffy.” What they wanted was 
an improvement in their status. 

Mr. McGuigan, for his part, stated that 
he had gone very fully into the matter with 
the committee, which he had treated with 
the utmost consideration, but that the case 
had been referred to Mr, Hays, with 
whom it at present rested.

The Eight Points of Coust Muravioll's — 
Circular Delivered to the Committees 
—The Order of Importance. 


The Hague, May 22.—Tho committees 
will meet for the first time to-morrow. 
Tho cight polnts enumerated in Count 
Murevieff’s circular for their considera- 
tion hayo been distributed among the 
committees.

The disarmament committee consider: 
First, tho limitation of expenditures;

The committee on Jaws of warfare will 
discuss: First, the application of the 
Geneva convention to naval warfare; sec- 
ond, tho neutralization of yossdls in an 
ongageme! while engaged in saving 
shipwrecked men, during and after naval 
engagements; third, the revision of the 
declaration of Bri-ssels in 1874, on tho 
notifications and customs of war. 

The committee on arbitration and 
mediation will deal with the eighth ques- 
tion of Count Murayieft’s olroular. The 
British members of the arbitration com- 
mittee are Messrs. Pauncefote and 
Howard. , : 2 

It was learned during Saturday that 
M. de Stacl placed the question of media- 
tion and arbitration in the forefront dur- 
iny his speech. The question of the laws 
of war, rendering war as humane as pos- 
sible by the extension of the regulations 
already existing, was then touched upon 
by tho president, and he relegated the 
question of the reduction of armaments 
to the third place. 

The conference decided on Saturday 
that all delegates, including the technical 
representatives, are to participate in the 
sittings and join in the b ess, Tho 
date of the next sitting has hot- yet been 
fixed. It depends upon the progress which 
will be m: by the committees. M. de 
Staal announced that the Gevernment of 
tho Netherlands would give an artistio 
fete on Jane 16 in honor of the conférence.

The 
warning, however, came too late, and the 
Paris struck on a ridge to the westward 
ef the Manacles. 

The scene of the wreck is about five 
miles from Falmouth, It is stated than 
those In charge of the Paris were so per- 
fectly confident that they were pursuing 
the proper course that the vessel was 
steaming 18 or 19 knots an hour when 
they struck. 

Last night the Paris was lying in much 
the same position as when she struck, 
her bow being about 150 yards from the 
shore, and her stern about 200. 

Probably a Total Wreck. 


Plymouth, May 23.—The Admiralty 
las sent several fast Government vessels 
feem Duvenport to assist the Paris, 
which, it is reported, will probably be a 
tol wreck. Among the vessels sent to 
the assistance ef the stranded steamer is 
a gunboat, and Admiral Sir Edmund 
Robert Fremantle, commander-in-chief at 
Plymouth, has ordered a number of tor- 
pedo boat destroyers to hoki themselves 
in readiness to proceed to the scene of the 
wresk at a moment's notice.

The Expedition Up the Rio Grande Had

Manila, May 22.—The expedition up 
the Rio Grande River met with resistance 
at the outskirts of San Luis en Saturday, 
where several hundred Filipinos were 
entrenched on the banks of the stream. 
The rebels retreated beyond Candaba, and 
the gunboats steamed ahead, all the way 
training their Gatling guns upon the 
banks and dropping shells wherever uni- 
forms appeared on the shore. The gun- 
bouts dispersed the insurgents before San 
Luis.

SERIOUS WRESK 
UN THE MIDLAND. 


Fireman Killed and Brakes- 
man Severely Scalded. 


Ran Into Cow on the Track--Two En- 
a gines Demolished and the Damage 
to Other Rolling Stock Very Great. 


Lindsay, Ont., May 21. Since the open- 
ing of navigation the rush of grain over the 
Midland division of the Grand Trunk rail- 
way from Midland has been steadily in- 
creasing, until it became uecessary to run 
through freight trains at all hours of the 
day and night, and somotimes on Sundays, 
from Midland to Belleville laden with all 
kinds of grain. Theso trains aro usually 
double headers, two engines, and from 80 
to 40 cars, Saturday mo Zz about LO 
o'clock, while a heavily ladon train of this 
description, called Lithgow's ape- 
cial, was on its way from Midland to 
the east and running at the usual rate of 
speed, & cow WAS struck on a crossing on 
what is called the Fenelon road, two miles 
north of Lindsay. Both engines were 
thrown from tho track ; one fell on its side 
while the other kept in an upright posi- 
tion, Car after car piled up on the wreck, 
and the destruction to rolling stuck was 
very great, Trucks, wheels and boxes 
wore throwa in all directions, and the con- 
tents of the cars, corn and wheat, were 
strewn knee deep all over the track and 
into the adjacent fields. 

ONE MAN KILLED. 

The fireman of the first engine, John 
Dudley, was almost instantly killed, his 
bedy presenting a terrible spectacle, being 
scalded in a shocking manner.

Report For April Shows the Largest

Toronto, May 22.—The Provincial 
Health Report for April shows 256 deaths as 
having occurred from consumption. ‘This 
is the highest record for any one month, 
March, 1899, comes next with 235 deaths 
due to this cause. The deaths from other 
contagious diseases were as follows; Scar- 
latina 28, diphtheria 33, messles 4, whvop- 
ing cough 7, typhoid 15, and the total 
number of deaths due to all causes was 
2,061, as against 1,361 for March. A frac- 
tion over 99 per cent. of the total popu'a- 
tion reported to the Health Office, 728 
mun cipalities out of 747.

Grand Jary Brings in a Troe Bill Against 
Edward Elliott. 


Whitby, Ont., May 23.—The Assizes 
opened here yesterday with Mr. Justice 
MacMahon on the bench.

Filipinos Propose Nothing. 

The Pillpinos haye made no definite 
peepee except for a cessation of 

ostilities until they can present the ques- 
tion of peace to the people. Prof. Schur- 
man told the Filipinos they had no means 
of gathering the people togother, as the 
Americans control most of the ports. He 
also reminded them that a lberal form 
of government was offered them, and 
pointed ont that it was better than the 
conditions existing under Spanish rule, 

Gozaga, president of the Filipino com- 
mission, replied that nothing could be 
worse than Spanish rule, and admitted 
that the form of government proposed 
was liberal, 

The civilian members of the Filipino. 
commission have declined to co-operate 
with the other members of that commis- 
sion, a8 the former consider Aguinaldo’s 
latest demand to be preposterous, after 
Major-Goneral Otis’ refusal of an armis- 
tice, referring to his wish for time in 
order to consult the Vilipino Congress. 
After a conference to-day with the Unt- 
ted States commissioners the Filipino 
commissioners will lunch with Prof. 
Sohurman, and will afterwards visit the 
yessels composing the American fleet. 

Military Operations Continue, 

In spite of the presence of the Filipino 
commissioners in Manila, the military 
operations continue with unabated rigor. 
No ttoops are left in the northern proy- 
inces. They were all drafted south after 
the outbreak of war. Tho villages on the 
west coast are almost deserted. It 1s added 
that the only Filipino troops now left are 
7,000 men, under General Luna at Tarlac, 
and about 4,000 under General Pio del 
Pilar, Even these are demoralized and 
short of arms and supplies. Many of their 
rifles are disabled, and the Filipinos aro 
unable to repair them, owing to the lack 
of mechanics and materials for so doing. 

Spanish Garrison in Danger. 

A coasting steamer which has arrived 
hore reports that the Spanish garrison at 
Zamboanga, Island of Mindanao, is hold- 
ing the rebels in much the same manner 
as the Americans held them while they 
were in the vicinity of Manila. Hyery 
night the Spaniards are subjected to an 
ineffectual fusilade, and if they are not 
soon relieved they will be reduced to the 
condition of the Spanish garrison at Iotlo 
just previous to the evacuation of that 
place, 

Disintegration the Story Now. 

Washington, May 28.—The War De-

MINERAL EXHIBIT 
AT PARIS. 


Eastern Ontario Will be Represented, 
and Samples Sent to Assayer Wells 
Will receive Proper Care. 


The Ontario Government Assay Ofticehas 
recently received a commission from the 





samples of economic minerals from eastern 
Ontario for the Paris exhibition to be hold 
in 1900. The exhibit will be in charge of 
the (ieologicalSui vey, and all the provinces 
are to be represented, The collection will 
likely be exhibited at the Glasgow exhibi- 
tion to be hgjd in 1901. 

The following metallifferous ores will be 
received for exhibition purposes : 

Tron—Hoematite; magnetite, titaniferous 
magnetite, 

Copper—Boinite, native copper, copper 
pyrites, pyrrhotite with copper in com- 
mercial quantities. 

Gold—Native in quartz, auriferous, sul- 
phide and arsenical ores, 


Nickel—Pyrrhotite (also matte, nickel 


“| pens to slip and. fall against a hot stove steel or any commercial products) 


Silver and lesd—Galena. 


Rare minerals—Wolframite, molybden- 
ite, zercous. 

Gem stones—Garnets, perthite, jasper, 
corundum as ruby, beryl, topaz. 

Also arsenical pyrites, felspar, borite, 
garnetiferous 
gneiss, salt, petroleum, micas of various 
grades, asbestos, talc or any other mineral 
found in Eastern Ontario (of commercial 
use).

Samples of ore should not exceed in size 
one cubic foot, but samples of 2 by 4 by 6 
inches will be requir. 1, more especially of 
tho richer ores.

Further details, such as assay values, 
analyses (authentic in each case), markets, 
uses, etc., will be of value in compiling the 
catalogue, 

Samples sent to the Provincial Assay 





Office, Belleville, will be forwarded to the 
Paris Exhibition free of charge. All sam- 
ples for exhibition will be subject to the 
&pproval of the Directur of the Bureau of 
Mines. 

Special attention is to bo paid to nickel 
and arsenical gold ores, 
crude and commercial.

Doubts at Ottawa as to the 
Upper Chamber's Course 


On the Restribution Bill--Our Corres- 
pondent Points Out the Iniquities 
of that Long-Delayed Measure. 


(Special Ottawa Correspondence,) 


Orrawa, 22rd May.—The tenth week of 
the ression closos next Wednesday and yet 
the Govorninent has only just introduced 
tho one bill which was promised in the 
Speech from tho Throne—the * Redistri- 
butio " bill. The bill was introduced last 
Friday afternoon by Sir Wilfrid Laucior 
and read ane time after adebate which 
was participated in by Sir Charlos Tu 
Hon, N.C. Wallace, D, Henderson? er 
H. Montague, T. S, Sproule, J. G. H. 
Bergeron, \V. H. Bennett and Sir Charles 
Tupper who spoke against the measure, 
ani sir Wilfcid Laurier, Geo. I, Casey, 
ws McGregor and Sir Richard Cartwright 
‘or it. 








A GERRYMANDER, 

The bill, under the pretense of restoring 
County boundaries and relegating to the 
Judges the division of the Counties into 
ridings, really does nothing of the sort, as 
County boundaries are not restored in 
nearly one-third of the Counties. The 
principal of ‘ Rep. by Pop,” so dear to the 
heart of the Old time Liberal, is totally ig- 
nored, and thore is nothing in the bill to 
prevent the Judges who have to divide a 
county into three ridings from making the 
division in such A manner that one riding 
should have « population of, say 50,000, 
while the othors will only haye 56,000 each. 
The attempt, so faras Ontario is concerned 
is to porpetuate Sir Oliver Mowat’'s “Gerry- 
mander’’ and to render it almost impos- 
sible for the Conservatives to carry the 
Province, he bill will be fought out at 
every step in the Commons and will then 
have to run its chanoe in the Senate. What 
those chances are it is difficult to say, but 
from the short and sharp manner in 
which it has thrown out two objection- 
able bills lately it does not appear as if 
the Gerrymander would haye much chance 
of going through, 








THE CHANGRS IN ONTARIO. 

Icannot show the changes in Ontario 
better than by the following extract from 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's speech in introducing 
the bill. Iesaid; ‘It is not our inten- 
tion to have a general redistribution, but 
simply to unio certain wrongs which! we 
think were done to the people. It is not 
the intentivn to haye any disturbance at 
present in the following constituences ; 
Ottawa City, Carleton, Addington, Durham, 
krontenac, Glengarry, Grenville, Halton, 
Hastings, Kingston, Lanark, Leeds, Len- 
nox, Nipissing, Northumberland, Peter- 
boro, Princo» Kdward, Renfrew, Russell, 
Stormont and Cornwall, Victoria and 
Waterloo. 


“Tt is proposed that Bothwell, Cardwell 
and West Ontario should disappear. It is 
propesed also that Middlesex, which now 
returns four members, shall only return 
three for che four constituencies. These 
reductions shall be made up by giving a 
representative to the county of “Dufferin, 
one to the electoral district of Parry Sound 
and two additional members to the county 
of Kent, giving three members to Kent 
county; which will include part of Both- 
wel, 


COUNTIES CHANGED, 
“The bill proposes to. restore county 


lire in the following counties: Brant, 
Bruce, Blgin, Qroyy Ueidimandy Huron 


Kent, Lambton, Middlesex, Norfolk, 
Ontario, Oxford, Peel, Simcoe, Welland, 
Wellington, Wontworth and York. 
To give these representation on the 
principle enunciated, the details will be : 

“The electoral district of the city of Lon- 
don shall cousist uf the city of London.and 
shall return one member. 


“Tho electoral district of the city of 
Hamilton shall consist of the city of Ham- 
ilton, and shall return two members. 


“The electoral district of the city of Tor- 
onto shall consist of the city of Toronto, 
and ehall be divided into four electoral dis- 
tricts, each of which sha!l_return one mem- 
ber. 


“The counties of Dufferin, Haldimand, 
Lincoln, Peel, Welland and Wentworth, 
and the territorial district of Muskoka, and 
the territorial district of Parry Sound, 
shall each be an electoral district and shall 
each return one member, 


“The countiesof Brant, Elgin, Lambton, 
Norfolk, Ontario, Oxford and Perth, shall 
each be divided into two electoral districts, 
which shall each return one member. 


“Tho counties of Kent, Huron, Bruce, 
Groy, Middlesex, Simcoo, Wellington and 
York, ehall each be divided into three elect- 
oral districta, each of which shall return 
one member,” 


THE JUDGES, 


The paragraphs referring to the Judges 
rovide that when any county or city is to 
be divided into two or more ridings, such 
division shall be made by a board of at 
Jeast three Superior Court Judges who 
shall be appointed by Letters Patent, and 
who shall report to the Secretary of State. 
“The Letters Patent appointing the com- 
missioners shall request the commissioners 
in making the divisions to consider the dis- 
tribution of population according ‘to 
the last Dominion census, the public con- 
venience and such divisions as appear to 
them to be best calculated to do substantial 
justice.” The “readjustment” is not to 
come into force until after the dissolution 
of the present Parliament. 
AN ONTARIO DEAL. 

The bill is practicilly an Ontacio one, no 
change at all being wade in Nova Scotia, 
Manitoba, British Columbia or the North 
West Territories, In Prince Edward 
Taland the old system of double representa 
tion is to be reverted to. Instead of five 
single constituencies as at present, “County 
lines” are to be restored, Prince and Queen 
Counties each electing two members, and 
King’s one. This will probably mean the 
oss of a Conservative seat. In New 
Brunswick the only change 1s that the 
city and county of St. John ars mado 
separate constituencies, each electing one 
member. In the Province of Quebec, the 
only changes are the restoration of certain 
municipalities to the constituencies from 
which they were taken by the Redistribu 
tion Act of 1892. .

Proposal to Erect One at Tampa-Her 
Majesty's Health, 


London, May 26,—At the Hotel Cecil 
banquet Wednesda: night telegrams 
were exchanged with the banqueters at 
Port Tampa, Fla. A message signed by 
Col. Thomas Wright was received. The 
message proposed the erection of a statue 
to Her Majesty, the monument to be 
erected in the United States.

A NOTED LIBRARIAN. 





Substance of an Interview With Dr. Gar- 
nett, Late of the British Museum. 


Dr. Garnett's retirement from the 
British Museum after nearly fifty years 
of seryice as keeper of the books brought 
him general expressions of regard and 
regret from students and scholars all 
oyer the world, whose labors In the mu- 
seum he had lightened and furthered. 
An interview with him in The London 
Paily News is reproduced {n part as fol- 
lows: 

“How do you keep yourself informed 
as to the books that are in the market? I 
asked. 

“We have catalogues from all parts 
which we are always perusing. If we 
see a good thing we bid for it, just as 
the public might." 

“And you speud—"’ : 

“Well, Panizzi used to have £10,000 a 
year. My allowance has been a little 
less.’’ - 

“Tt is not so great; you buy many 
foreign books?’’ 

“Yes, we always think it our duty 
not to miss any important book or sub- 
ject. For example, we haye just ordered 
a collection of Dreyfus yolumes,’’ ‘ 

“Can you give me an example of 
lucky purchase?’’ 

“Oh, yes—let me see—we bid In the 
open market for some volumes which 
Coleridge had annotated—extremely valu- 
able—got them cheap—"’ 

“The ring didn’t run you up?” 

“I suppose they didn’t know their 
yalue."” 

‘Knowledge is. power, indeed. Then, 
Dr. Garnett, you have gifts, I presume?’ 

“'Certainly—lep me think—well— Mr. 
Palgrave gaye us quite a priceless treas- 
ure, If was a tiny volume containing the 
first two ‘Idylls of the King,’ which 
Tennyson had privately printed. A few 
copies ,only, He sent these to a few 
friends, begging for oriticisms. These 
wore so severe he gob them all ‘back and 
destroyed them—keeping this single 
yolume, in which he has noted all the 
changes, It is, of course, very interest- 
ing to compare tho two yersions."’ 

“Can you give me another instance of 
a book you have bought?'’ 

"Yes, I consiaer one of our treasures 
is a copy of & ‘History of the Campaign 
of 1800,’ which Colonel Kmmott lent to 
Napoleon, at St. Helena, Napoleon anno- 
tuted this extensively in penoil. After he 
died, Emmett, fearing that the penell 
marks might be defaced, traced them in 
ink, This I got for the trifling sum of 12 
guineas—"’ 








“Surely it was worth more, I hope 
the British Museum does not play 
tricks?"’ 


“I think we may say that wo always 
deal most honorably with our customers. 
No—the family thought the yolume 
should come to tho museum." 

He then glanced off to the cataract of 
books which the presses of the day are 

{ producing, coples of which must be de- 
posited with the keeper. 

“May I ask how you keep your eyo on 
tho publishers?’” 

“Oh! Wo have o copyright department, 
which 1s always on the lookout. But I 
don't think we miss much.’ 

“Would it bo impertinent to ask if 
you think it necossary for the British 
Museum to give a home to cartloads of 
trashy novels?"’ 

Dr. Garnett's genial countenance 
smiles all over; his cheeks are all 
wrinkles. He answers in benign accents: 
“Do you know I don't think it is ever 
wise to give o librarian, ony librarian, 
the right of exclusion. You never know."’ 

I pushed further, for Dr. Garnett was 
chuckling, doubtless roving in inagina- 
tion, ov tho tribe of librarians he had 
known, each with o crank, a crochet. Ho 
must be right, He gave me some facts.

In answer to the statement that 
they cannot long hold out, the strikers 
point to the fact that thoy have 35,000 in 
the treasuz, and further financial help is 
promised if required. 

The men have been very busy, and have 
interest 4 all the reeves and their deputies 
in the various districts through which the 
road passess, and have been promised their 
help. 

Thestrike ‘4 being conducted very quietly 
and in @ buriness-Jike way, and the strik- 
ers are fully confident that their superior 
organ‘gation will car. 7 them through suc- 
cessfully. No Italieris, they say, can be se- 
cured to Work for [) centsa day, as has 
been claimed. Tho strong tympathy which 
has been arouned for the mon will make it 
exceedingly difficult for the Grand Trunk 
to get workmen to fill the strikers’ places. 














It is pointed out by sympathizers that the 
bost way for the road to precipitate a gen- 
eral strike is to get new men, who, they say, 
would be more dangerous on the tracks 
than none at all. 


The strikers continue to say that the 
firomen and others are with them to the 
end, and that if the demands are not met 
the road will be tied up ina week's time 

The local officials are reticent. They re- 
assert their ability to hold out for two 
months, and say that some of the men are 
returning, and other new ones aro being 
hired. Despite this yeiy few sectionmen 
are at work along the line in either direc- 
tion.

In popular medicine there are traces of 
sun worship, A person suffering from 
rheumatic pains often derives relief from 
rubbing the seat of the malady with the 
open hand. Among certain classes the 
superstition prevails that the rubbing will 
not be offective unless it be from left to 
right. 

Ifyou are requested to “turn round 
threo times and catch whom you may” or 
asked to describe a circle with your eyes 
open, the odds are about a hundred to one 
that you will turn in the same direction 
4s the hands of your watch. You could 
do it just as well in the reverse way, but 
that is not a usual proceeding, and you 
don’t do it. 

One curious instance of the suryiyal of 
the superstition may be seen in New har- 
bor, Newfoundland. ‘The captains of the 
ships are very careful that the first moye- 
ment of their craft shall be from left to 
right. 

We perform certain moyements from 
left to right because the use of the right 
hand or arm facilitates motion in that di- 
rection or renders it necessary, but this in 
no way affects the argument that such 
Movements are a trace of sun worship. 
That ancient faith haying influenced our 
actions, the preponderance of the right 
hand over the left may well haye come 
about through copying tho direction ot 
the sun, ~ 


Who Is the Turk? 

The word Turk was for several centuries 
taken in a religious sense as synonymous 
with Mohammedan. Thus in Bosnia, 
where in the fifteenth century many Slava 
were conyerted to Mohammedanism, their 
descendants are still known “as Turks, 
especially where they use the Turkish 
speech in their religion.

The 
child was dead in the mother’s arms.

The 
firat is the preparation of an amendment 
to the Tariff Act, largely increasing the 
duties on lumber and forest products im- 
ported into the United States from 
Canady. 

Vossibly Another Course, 


There is possibly another course. A 
section of the Dingley Act authorizes the 
United States Government, in case 
where the countries impose an export 
duty, to add the equivalent of sach 
export duty to the import on such goods 
coming to the United States. Tho On- 
tario Government is not imposing, In so 
m&ny words, an export duty on logs,. but 
it has prohibited their exportation. The 
question before Secretary Gage is whether 
this prohibition may nof be regarded as 
in principle the same thing as an exces- 
sive and therefore prohibjtive export tax 
If this view 1a sound, the Treasury has 
already at hand the measure of retalia- 
tlon it seeks, in the sbape of an order 
prohibiting the importation of Canadian 
logs into the United States, which woul 
bear very heavily upon other provinces in 
Canada outside of Ontario. 

Both President McKinley andjSecretary 
Pay hope that Sir Julian Pauncefote will

ROSA BONHEUR IS DEAD.

of the Celebrated 
“Animal Vletures. 


Painter ef 


London, May 27 
from Paris yesterday says 


.—A special despatch 
that Rosa 


Bonheur, the famous animal painter, is 
*Gead at Fontaineblgau. 
Rosa Bonheur earned her first money 


in copying the paintings of old masters, 
working early and late helping to support 
her family. Her first animal picture was 
a goat, which pleased her so much that 
she gave up copying and took up animal 
painting. Models boing too expensive for 
the slender purse of the young artist, she 
would tramp miles to a farm, carrying a 
meagre lunch inher pocket, to sketch 
an animal. When only 19 years old she 
sent her first picture to an art exhibition, 
and at once was pronounced a genius, 

The gifted artist was born at Bor- 
deaux, France, March 28, 1822, and was 
the daughter of a French artist of some 
note in his own country. In her child- 
hood the family removed to Paris, where 
in 1848, she established her reputation by 
two fine pictures, “Chevres ct Moutons,”’ 
and ‘Les Deux Lapins,’’ These were fol- 
lowed by other striking Works, until, in 
1856, she exhibited In London, Ingland, 
the ‘Horse Fair,’’ the most widely known 
of her works. Other important pictures 
by her bear the titles “A Foraging 
Party,"’ ‘On the Alerp,”’ and “The Lion 
at Home.’ She was decorated with the 
Legion of Honor on June 10, 1865. In 
Janvary, 1880, the Leopold Gross was 
conferred upon her by the King of the 
Belgians. This was the first time o 
woman had received the honor. She was 
also the reoipiont of medals of honor from 
the King of Spain and other rolors 
from moat of tho art academies of 
mid Groat Britain.

“THE HONEY MAKERS. 


Division boards should bo used in all 
weak ‘colonies. 

Empty combs should be given good caro 
80 as to saye them, 

A south or east slope is always tho best 
location for an aplary. 

Alsiko, alfalfa and white Dutch clover 
aro good honey plants. 

Tho space in the hive should be con- 
tracted to suit tho swarm. 

Any colony of bees will be capable of 
furning robbersif proper inducements aro 
offered. 

Comb when filled with honey is never 
brittle, It is only when empty and dried 
out that it becomes so. 

There is hardly any question but that 
bees will generally'store more honey in 
old combs than, in combs that must bo 
wholly built while the storing is going on, 

If you destroy the queen cells of a col- 
ony ready to swarm and divide the colony 
into two, completingg both hives with 
empty combs, both will construst queen 
cells again, 

Bees do not swarm until tho hivo is 
well populated and honey coming in from 
the fields; hence if combs are put on they 
should bo put on before any preparation 
for swarming is made.—St.. Louis Re-

PAID THE PENALTY. 


The Two Galicians Hanged This Morn- 
ing for a Most Brutal Crime. 


Winnipeg, May 27.—Simon Czuby and 
Wasyl Guszeak, the Galicians who mur- 
dered [. Bejeckho, another Galician, and 
h‘s four chi!dren at thoirhome near Stuart- 
bura on Oct 15 last, were hanged in the 
ja! yard here this morning. The drop fell 
at 8 o'clock. he crime for which these 
men suffered the extreme penalty of the 
law was perhaps the most brutal in the an- 
n Is of crime in the west. They first shot 
Bojeckho. he bullet failed to kil him, 
whereupon one of the men battered him 
to death with anaxe. The men then k ll- 
e1 Bojeckho's chi!dren, the eldest of whom 
was only 10 years old, one of them using 
an axe, the othera stick “of wood. The 
bodies when found were horribly gashed 
and mangk 1. The object of the crime 
was to secure $60 which ,Bojeckho was 
knowa to have. Czuby and Guszesk when 
arcested confessed their guilt, but oach en- 
deavored to make the other responsible for 
the crime.

CURING COLDS. 





The Trouble Is a Product of Modern 
Civilization. 


I have often noticed that persons who 
suffer most frequently and severely from 
colds usually insist that they exercise the 
greatest care to avoid exposure, They 
have dressed In the warmest clothing, 
wrapped the neck in the heaylest mufflers, 
remained in the closest rooms, and ayoid- 
ed every draught, and yet they continu- 
ally ‘‘take cold."’ The street urchin, on 
the other hand. with only two or three 
garments and without shoes, and who 
lives out of doors, suffers less frequently 
from this affection. 

‘*Colds’’ have truly been called a pro- 
duct of modern civilization. The trouble 
Was rare among the aborigines and la 
more common among the cultured than 
among the laboring classes. If we make 
a plant an exotic, we must keep it in the 
conservatory, and even here-it is not free 
from danger. On the other hand, if we 
wish to harden it and make it proof 
against atmospheric and climatic changes, 
We must prepare it by judicious exposure 
for these conditions. The warm clothing 
which is thought to be a _ protection 
against cold is frequently the most fertile 
cause, It relaxes the body, moistens the 
skin, and the perspiration which is in- 
duced especially prepares the unresisting 
body for its attacks. This applies especi- 
ally to warm covering around the neck, 
to which the air has periodic access, Wx- 
cept in unusually severe weather, the 
throat requires no more covering or pro- 
tection than the face.—W. Scheppegrell, 
in Appleton’s Popular Science Monthly. 





The Original Lynch. 

Lynch law, which has been generally 
accepted as an American institution, did 
not originate in Lynchburg, Ya., or in 
Texas, as has been heretofore believed, 
but started in Ireland. The original 
Judge ‘Lynch was in reality a mayor, 
with judicial funotions, and his name 
was truly Lynch, but he lived in Gal- 
way, Ireland, and not Lynchburg, Va. 
He was a stern old fellow, and had a son 
\vho murdered a Spaniard, at the time a 
guest at the Lynch home. The criminal 
was not only condemned to die by his 
father, but actually hanged in front of 
the Lynch door by, the paternal hand. 
The inhabitants of Galway sympathized 
with the son almost to a man, though 
the father declared his purpose in hang- 
ing his son was ‘‘to show a good example 
to posterity." Charles Lynch, a descond- 
ant of Mayor Lynch, crossed to the Uni- 
ted States in the eighteenth century and 
settled near Lynchburg. When the reyo- 
lution came he was an ardent patriot and 
became colonel in the Continental army. 
He tvok great delight in punishing 
‘“Torles,”’ as colonists loyal to the king 
were termed, the punishment generally 
being inflited under the famous tree 
mentioned. The punishment was never 
capital, however, ‘'39 lashes on the bare 
back for giving information to the Brit- 
ish’’ being the rute. '

accepting less would be of material aid 
in the solution of other questions before 
us, either one way or the other, But we 
could not come to an understanding upon 
that question, and there was nothing to 
do but to refer it to arbitration. Woe can- 
not, of course, force our fellow commis 
sioners to come to an undorstanding with 
us, 

But thore is one thing that must be 
done—if we cannot come to an under- 
standing, the matter should be referred 
to arbitration. When it is referred to 
arbitration, it is then out of the way, 
and we can resume our aslfting and go on 
with the other questions, I shall regret 
yery much if the matter has to be 
reforrod to arbitration, instead of our 
reaching & compromiso, I should profer 
to haye a fair and honorable compromise, 
by which both parties would re inquish 
claims in order to have a settlement. 

Having taken that ground, I may pro- 
ceed to say that if this matter of the 
Alaskan boundary is removed from tho 
questions entrusted to the commission, 
and if we resumé our negotiations upon 
matters still remaining over, and there 
are some of great moment, I say frankiy

will strike. The strikers are more 
determined than eyer that all their do- 
mands shall be acceded to before they 
return. 

Word has been received from the Min- 
ister of Justice that no action will pe 
taken with regard to the importation of 
alions, in view of the fact that the inter- 
national commission last year agreed 
that tho alien law in Canada shall 
remain in abeyance. Until United States 
officials violate this understanding, Hon.

“A SCANDAL AND DISGRACE." 





Tho Trackmen’s Strike Discussed in 
Parliament on Saturduy. 


Ottawa, May 29.—Oa motion to go 
into committee of supply being made in 
the House on Saturday, Mr. Clarke, West 
Toronto, called attention to the condi- 
tion of things en the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way, owing to the strike of the track- 
men. He thought that the company not 
only owed something to the men, but to 
the travelling public. The men said that 
they were paid $1 a day for each day 
they were employed, less two or three 
cents a day, which were deducted, so that 
for 10 or 12 hours’ work they received 
about 97 cents. He bad no hesitation in 
saying that men who were expected to 
work out of doors at all times of the year 
for 10 or 12 hours a day in Canada and 
only received 97 cents were underpaid. 
He had taken the carliost opportunity of 
calling the attention of the Government 
to the matter, so that the claims of the 
men might recelye that consideration to 
which they were justly entitled. 

Hon. Mr. Blair said that he had care- 
fully studied the newspaper reports of 
the strike, but had not been able to 
arrive at any decision as to the merits of 
the case. While ho largeky agreed with 
Mr, Clarke as to the wages received by 
the men being low, it must be admitted 
that this was largely a question of supply 
and demand. While one might sympa- 
thize with the strikers, it did not follow 
that it was the duty or the Minister of 
Railways to interfere, or that the Depart- 
ment of Railways was charged with the 
responsibility of settling controversies of 
this kind. Unless the parties to the strug- 
gle were themselves willing to refer their 
differences to tho arbitration of some out- 
side authority, he thought no good result 
could be obtained by the pratuitous offer 
of services which would not be appreo!- 
ated by either party. 

Sir Charles Tupper said he believed the 

Government would be right to give this 
matter its prompt attention and to inter- 
yene if it considered that the olroum- 
stances warranted intervention, 
. Hon. Mr. Blair quoted the instance of 
the British Government not interfering 
in labor’s struggles until it was shown 
that its services would be apprediated. 

Mr. Wallace thought it was an oxtra- 
ordinary thing if the Minister of Rail- 
ways was not justifled in interfering. It 
was a scandal and a disgrace to Canada 
that any railway company should keep 
its employes down to starvation wages. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that in cases 
of strikes public sympathy usually was 
with the omployes, but it did nob neoces- 
surily follow that the omployes were 
always right. He agreod with the Minis- 
tor of Railways that it would not be 
proper for the Government to interfere at 
the present stage. 

The matter then dropped.

dclegation, submitted a proposal of medi- 
fh’ 09 and arbitration, consisting of six 
ty cicles, in the form of an amendment to 
the Russian project. 

The Americans also submitted an 
fiendment, demanding that in the cyent 
of a dispute batween. two nations, each 
should choose «nother nation to act to- 
gother as arbitrators to settle the differ- 
ence without bloodshed. This must not 
be confounded with the proposal for a 
permanent arbitration tribunal, which 
the eet will introduce during the 
weak. 

‘Tho Italian proposal includes a clause 
providing that mediation and arbitration 
shall not stop mobilization or prepara- 
tions for war. Neither the American nor 
Italian amendment has as yet been dis- 
cussed, ke 

The nayal and military sections of the 
disarmament committee both met yester- 
day, and exchanged ideas in a desultory 
manner, Tho impression gains ground 
that the outcome of this committee will 
be practically nil.

Kulogios of Dreyfus, 

M. Ballot de Boaupre thon read a nw 
bor of culogistic reports on Dreyfus, whon 
the Jatter was ao military sohool proba 
yr on bho woneral staff, his interrogie 
by Liout.-Col. Du Paty de Clam, in 
which Dreyfus porsistod In denying hay- 
ing had rolutions with any forolgn 
ombassy, and his statement that he had 
nob givon any documents to any agont 
rolating to the defonce of the country. 

Lho report sald tho first suspicions of 
Droyfus emanated from Col. Babro, who 
was struck with tho similarity of the 
word “artillory’’ in the bordereau, and. 
in a document written by Dreyfus, Tho 
report deals with Liout,-Gol, Honry's 
account of his conversation with Dreyfus, 
when the latter was transferred to the 
Chorche Midi prison. Dreyfus said; ‘Ib 
fs terrible. I am acoused of a frightful 
fhing.’’ 

Henry then asked what he was acoused 
of, and Droyfus replied: “I am accused 
of the crime of high treason.'’ 











“The devil!” answered Henry. ‘But 
on what ground?’’ 
“Phe Death of My Life.’ 
“I don't know," said Dreyfus, ‘I am 


nearly mad. I would prefer to recolve a 
bullet in the head. Iam not guilty, This 
accusation is the death of my life."’ 

Yo this Henry said: 

“Tf you are not guilty you must not 
Jose your head. An innocent man is 
always strong. Haye you a family?” 

“'¥es,"’ roplied the prisoner, “A wife 
and children. Taya well off, and I must 
havo justice done me.” 

“That does not come svithin my com- 
potence,”? was Henry's next remark, ‘but 
justice will certainly be done you. Do 
you know what you are accused of?” 

“Yos, I am accused of giving doca- 
monts to # foreign power.’’ 

“What doouments?'’ 

“1 don't know. Du Paty de Clam only 
spoke of secret and confidential docu- 
ments. Without further explanation I 
replied that during my probation at the 
general staff office many documents 
passed through my hands, but that I 
communicated them to nobody.’ 

The Judioint Aspect. 

M. Ballot de Beaupre then reviewed 
the judicial history of the caso, and said 
in now rested with the court to pronounce 
judgment. He upheld tho statement that 
there was sufficlant presumption that 
most serious crrors and doubts existed, 
and that they justified a revision of the 
case. Ho had examined the different cases 
in which the court could annul sentence 
without retrial, and in his opinion the 
court should only consider a revision of 
it, A revision, he contended, was impera- 
tive. 

Continuing, the reporter read letters 
Written by Hsterhazy, abusing France 
and the French army, those producing a 
deep impression upon the audience, He 
referred to a letter written by Hstorhazy 
fo Baron Rothschilds, dated June 21, 
1894, to the effect that if his application 
for money was refused he would have no 
resource but to kill hir family and then 
commit suicide. Such, said the reporter, 
was Wsterhazy's language on the ove of 
the date when the bordereau was 
“Hlaced."’ The inference to be drawn was 
that Hsterhazy sought in treason resources 
necessary to carry on a life of dissipation. 

At this point, with the evident ap- 
proval of all who listened, M. Ballot de 
Beaupre quoted from M. Mornard's state- 
ment, us follows: 

Innocent Man Unjustly Condemned, 





‘Although justico has been rendered 
more or less impotent with regard to 
isterhazy by the latter's acquittal of the 
charge of being the author of the border- 
cau, itis none the less the duty of the 
Supreme Court to restore to liberty an 
innocent man unjustly condemned.”’ 

‘The hearing of tho argument in the 
Droyfus case was adjourned without any 
incident worth noting at 6 o’olock. 

Sons of Benjamin to Mme. Dreyfus. 
New York, May 80.—At their conven- 
tion here yesterday the following cable- 
frum was sent by the Sons of Benjamin: 
“Mrs. Captain Dreyfus, Paris: 

“Tho Independent Order of the Sons of

“Grand Master.’” 

Will Dreyfus Be Takon Home ?

The Brotherhoods as Yet Have 
Taken No Action, 


The Mon Are All Anxious to Avoid 
Accidents—-A Report From 
Eng., Saya That the President of the 
Grand Trunk Said the Strike Was 
Practically Ended—News From Many 
Points. 


Toronto, May 80.—The trackmen are 
endeayoring to ayoid any accident on 
the line, At many points they fre still 
lighting the lamps, for which they re- 
ceive 4 small reward. This, so they say, 
is being done only to help the engineers 
and firemon to safely carry the trayelling 
public. : 

The local members of the Brotherhood 
of Engineers and Firemen have not as yet 
made any effort to take action. They are 
waiting for news from headquarters, 
which wil! govern their movements. 

The officials at the Union Station still 
continue to take a cheorful view of the 
situation. Walter White, ropresenting 
Mr. Jones, said that a number of the old 
hands had returned at the old scale of 
Wages, and at some points new workinen 
had been engaged. He was informed that 
the road was being properly patrolled 
and that “everything was running 
smoothly.’’ 

“The Strike Was Practically Ended," 

London, May 80.—There was a crowded 
attendance yesterday at a special general 
meeting of the shareholders of the Grand 
Trunk Railroad of Canada, who unani- 
mously adopted the Central Vermont 
Railroad agreement, An announcement 
made by Sir Charles Riyers-Wilson, presi- 
dent of the Grand Trunk, that the strike 
was practically ended, called forth much 
cheering.

Sir WilOid Laurier Speaks Out About 
Pyramid Harbor, 


Gol. Prior called’ attention to the do- 
spatches in tho morning papers to the 
offect that Ganada was responsible for 
the failure of the negotiations with re- 
spect to tho Alaska boundary because 
Pyramid Harbor was claimed, and asked 
if the Government had any statement to 
muko in the matter, 

Sir Wilfrid Sponks Out. 

The Prime Minister, Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
fer, replied; ‘Of course, I have, like 
everybody clse, noticed tho serles of 
articles and correspondence that havo 
appeared in the American press, I believe 
I am not saying too much when I state 
that there is an ovyident attempt om the 
part of somebody to create the impression 
that Canada has taken a very unfair 
position in regard to the settlement of the 
Alaskan boundary. It has been suggested 
in Some quarters that the authorities in 
Washington must in some degree be re- 
sponsible for such a statement appearing 
so frequently, so repeatedly, in the Amer- 
ican press. I am quite sure that tho 
Anorican authorities in Washington are 
free from blame in this matter. 

“Tam snre they cannot in any way 
haye authorized or sanctioned any such 
expression of opinion appearing in the 
press, for the very simple reason that the 
American authorities know perfectly well 
in what condition the question stands at 
the present time, I have only to repeat 
that the position to-day, on May 29, is 
exactly what it was when the commission 
adjourned in the month of February last. 
There has beon no chango, and so far as 
this Government is concerned, there will 
be no change. 

‘“My hon. friend (Mr. Prior) asks mo 
to state what is the contention maintain- 
ed by the Govermment of Canada, or by 
the commissioners of Canada, with regard 
to the Alaskan boundary. I am not in a 
position af this moment to give any 
information on this point. I may say 
that I hope that, perhaps, without mak- 
ing any promiso or even undertaking to 
anticipate coming eyents—I hope that 
perhaps the negotiations of the commis- 
slon upon this subject may be laid before 
Parliament during the present session. 
As I suy—I make no promise upon this 
point. 

“T hope that before we separate we 
shall be able to lay before Parliament the 
exact condition of things, that is to say, 
the statement of the views maintained 
before the commisssion and of the point 
on which we disugreed. While I cannot 
say what was the position maintained by 
Canada upon this question, still I may 
& Without revenling any secret, that it 
is well known by everybody who has 
given any attention to the study of the 
auestion of the boundary. that the bound-

bill. Ho had submitted the mattor to his 
colloagues, and they bad given it their 
consideration, and had come to the con- 
clusion that there was really no reason 
why the bill should not be procooded 
with this year. 

Laugh on Sie Hibbert. 

Sir Hibbert Tupper inquired about 
some returns he had asked for, and a 
Jatgh was raised by the Premier informn- 
ing him that the returns had been 
brought down on Monday. 

The Ogilvie Report, 

Hon. Mr. Sifton presonted tho report 
of Mr. Ogilvie on. the invostigation he 
had made {into the charges of misconduct 
on the part of Yukon officials, 

Commissioner” Ogilvie’s® report covers 
about 24 pages, one-half of which con- 
sists of tho commission Issued to Mr. 
Ogilvie, Notlees to the parties, interested 
and the text of she resolutions prepared 
ft tho miners’ meeting. Mr. Oxilvie's 
report deals only with three cases, The 
yoport explains that after a conference 
with his logal adyiser, Mr. Cloment, Mr. 
Ogilvie docided not to investigate any- 
thing which occurred after Aug. 25, 1808. 
Mr. Oxilvio states on this being an- 
nounced the representatives of the Min- 
trs’ Associttion find of Tho Nugget 
newspaper Withdrew, and this naturally 
took away most of the interest from the 
proceedings.

Mr. Ogilvie, 
after taking tho evidence, could not find 
that Mr. Faweett had acted improperly 
in this matter. Mr, Ogilvie’s report, 
which is dated at Dawson, April 27, con- 
cluded with the statemont that in a few 
days he would continue the investigation 
With regard to the charges mado against 
Messrs. Wade and Norwood.

Part one deals with the desirability of 
seeking a solution of international dis- 
putes by the mediation of friendly 
| powers, and sets forth that such good 
offices, whether sought or proffered, shall 

strictly the obaracter of friendly 
counsel, and in no yay of compulsory 
force. : 

Part two decis with international arbi- 
tration, which declares ‘‘the most offica- 
elous and equitable means of settling 
questions regarding the international ap- 
Plication of treaties.’ The contracting 
powers, therefore, should undertake to 
seek arbitration in such cases, so far as 
these affect neither vital interests nor 
national honor, 

Then, after setting forth that each state 
remains tho sole judge of what cases are 
to be submitted to arbitration. itis sug- 
gested that in a large number of cases, 
seoh as questions of. pecuniary damage, 
and disagroement in the application of 
treaties or conventions affecting com- 
mercial, postal, navigation, ~ currency, 
sanitary and copyright matters and the 
like, not affecting vital interests or na- 
tional honor, arbitration should be ebli- 
gatory. In all other cases, says the Rus- 
slan scheme, arbitration, though reoom- 
mended by the present aot, can only be 
applied on the spontaneous initative of ono 
of the parties in dispute, and with tho 
expross consent of the other parties to the 
quarrel.

M. Ballot de Beaupre said that one 
new fact, from a legal point of view, wat 
the discovery that the bordereau was 
Written upon preelsely the same paper as 
that used by Major Ksterhazy.

Address of M. Manau. 

Amidst goneral cxcitemont, M, Manau, 
the Procurator General, addressed the 
court.

Conyngham Green's Letter. 

London, May 81.—The letter addressed 
by Conyngham Green, the British agent 
at Pretoria, to Wynberg, the president of 
the Transvaal Proyince South African 
League, with reference to the petition 
signed by 21,694 British subjects resident 
in Witwatera Rand, and addressed to Her 
Majesty the Queen, reads as follows: 

“I baye instructions to inform your 
petitioners that thelr petition has been 
recelying the serjous consideration of Her 
Majesty's Government, and, without 
expressing an opinion at this stage of the 
proceedings, on several allegations con- 
tained in the petition, Her Majesty's 
Government cannot but express a general 
fecling of sympathy with the memorial, 
and js earnestly desirous of seeing a 
speedy and substantial change effected in 
their position, 

“That the Government refrains from 
further reply to the petition at this 
moment is due to the fact that a meeting 
is arranged between a high commissioner 
and the President’ of the Republio, at 
which it is expected these questions, with 
others now at issue between the two Gov- 
ernments, will be discussed in a concilia- 
tory spirit. 

“Her Majesty’s Government regards 
the agreement of the President of the 
Republic to mect the high commussioner 
as an indication that both the Volksraad 
and the Government of the Republic are 
sincerely desirous of arriving at a solution 
which will satisfy the reasonable aspira- 
tions of the unenfranchised population.’ 








Decoration Day at Manila. 

Manila, May 81.—Memorial Day was 
celebrated at Battery Knoll, where Scott's 
guns were planted against the Filipino 
trenches in the first day’s fighting at 
Manila. Nearly 800 soldiers lie buried 
there on a b) mound, surrounded by 
rice fields, rough boards marking the 
graves, which are ranged in flye unbroken 
rows. Tho few soldiers who could be 
spared from the trenches came to Battery 
Knoll, dusty and bronzed, bearing flowers 
with which to strew thelr comrades’ 
graves. A silk flag was placed above each 
mound. After taps had been sounded, the 
soldiers took the flags from the grayes to 
send to re.atives of the dead. 

Similar services were held over the 
dead in the Paco Cemetery yesterday 
afternoon. 

The graves of soldiers and aailors 
buried at Cavite and Iloilo were also 
decorated yesterday. 

Death of Capt. Tilley. 

Tloilo, May 81.—Captuin George H, 
Tilley, U.S. volunteer signal eorps, was 
killed at Escalante, cast coast of the Isl- 
and of Negros by insurgents Saturday, 
May 27, at 11 o’clook a.m. Captain 
Tilley’s body was found floating in the 
river with marks of violence on the head. 
He was buried at Iloilo, May 30. 


WRECK NEAR EDMONTON, 





Train Left the Track and Several Persons 
Were Injured. 


Winnipeg, May 81.—A South Edmon- 


ton despatch says the Calgary and 
Edmonton express, northbound, was 
ditched ten miles from there about 7 


o'clock Monday evening. Several parsons 
were injured, including Conductor Clark 
and Mail Clerk Kinney. Both tho bag- 
gage and ail cars were badly wreeked. 
Superintendent Osborne of the O.P.R. 
gave the following particulars of the acol- 
dent to a Winnipeg reporter yesterday: 
As train No. 41 was running north one 
and a half miles south of Otoskawan, 10 
loft the track, and two of the cars rolled 
down the dump, which at this point is 
eight feet high.
